Kirke 
I therefore ſuhmit tothe conſideration of the Board, the- 
expediency of 1 of our civil ſervants, with 
the ſame powers as may heretofore have been exerciſed by 
the native Sizawal, to this truſt, fubject, however, to the 
immediate authority of our Reſident at the Court of Oude;

revenue of between thirty and mw lacks, with no military 
eſtabliſhment to maintain, ſcarcely commands the means 
of a bare ſubſiſtence.

T was glad to acquieſce in this article, as it met my own 
wiſhes of freeing the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung from that 
unwarrantable and oppreſſi ve reſtraint which he has ſo long 
endured from the uſurpations of the Court of Lucknow, 
and from which he has long and unſucceſsfully ſolicited re- 
lief of our Government. It was a ſubje of difficulty 
and delicacy for us to interpoſe in favour of Muzzuffer 
Jung's rights invaded by the Vizier ; but in permitting a 
eſident at Furrucka for the expreſs purpoſe of re- 
hes — aſſignments on that country, transferred to us 
by the Vizier, publicly avowed and gave ſanction to all the

I lay before the Board a letter from the Nabob Muzuffer 


Jung, with a minute written at or about the time of, the 
date which it bears, but. withheld, from cauſes which it is 
not neceſſary to mention, from preſentation. Cauſes not 
diſſimilar now diſſuade me from executing my original pur- 
poſe of recommending Major Palmer, my military Secre- 
tary, to the appointment propoſed in the Minute; and 
from a ſenſe of ſubmiſſion to the implied orders of the 
Court of Directors, in their letter of the 14th February, 
1783, lately, received, added to the conviction which I have 
long ſince entertained of the neceſſity of ſuch an appoint- 
ment, for the preſervation of our national credit, and for 


the means of reſcuing an ancient and reſpectable family 


from ruin, I now propoſe that Mr. Willes, a gentleman 
vnexceptionable, as | believe, to every member of the 
Board, and of a character eminently qualified for ſuch a 
charge, be appointed the Reſident of this Government at 
the Court of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, for the es 
mentioned in the cloſe of his letter, if the conſent of the 
Nabob Vizier can be previouſly obtained, of which L have

The undue authority and ſeverities exerciſed by the Na- 
vaub Vizier, or in his name, over the dominions and_inde- 
pendent rights of the Navaub Muzzuffet Jung, a Prince 
of a noble and ancient family, and whoſe anceſtors fill a 
reſpected tation in the annals of Hindoſtan, have been for 
a long dong the ſubjects of repeated complaints and ap- 
plications from him to me for redreſs and ſupport. Deem- 
ing it incompatible with the dignity and honour of this 
Government, to appear to countenance the exerciſe of an 
authority altogether unſupported by equity amd juſtice, and 


much more to ſhare in the odium of a ſevere and oppreflive 


exerciſe of ſuch an authority, it was on a former occaſion, 
at my inſtance, determined by the Board to admit of the 
appointment of a ſervant of this Government; but on the 
part of the Navaub Vizier, to receive the tribute payable 


to him by Muzuffer Jung, who by hlling that appoint- - 
ment to the excluſion of a native Suzzawal, and reſiding 
at Furruckabad, would, it was expected, remove many of 


the grievances under which that Prince was faid to labour. ,

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The appointment was made; but a ſhort period produced 


complaints againſt the gentleman who held it, whether well 


or ill founded I have never had opportunity to aſcertain, 
both on the part of the Navaub Muzzuffer Jung, and the 
Navaub Vizier; in conſequence of which I was induced, 
when at Benares, to recall that Gentleman, and to acquieſce 
in the abolition of the appointment. 

He was ſucceeded by Almaſs Ali Khan, as Suzzanwall 


on the part of the Vizier ;*and from the freſh complaints 


and earneſt entreaties of Muzuffer Jung, to interpoſe in 
his behalf, it appears that he has not reaped any ſort of 


benefit from the change. By the importunity of his ſoli- 


citations, and the moſt poſitive aſſurances of punctual pay- 
ment, to the Nabob Vizier, both of the annual tribute and 
the arrears then due, if allowed the uncontrolled exerciſe of 
his proper authority, I was again induced to interfere in 
his behalf; and in conſequence, thereof the Suzzauwal was 
withdrawn by the Vizier, and Muzzuffer Jung was ſuf: 
fered to manage the ſmall portion of territory ſtill un- 
alienated, on the terms propoſed by himſelf. The event 
did not anſwer either his expectations pr mine: that Prince, 
a weak and unexperienced young man, abandoned himſelf 
entirely to the diſcretion of his ſervants; and the reſtora- 
tion of his independence was followed by a total breach of 
the engagements which he had promiſed to fulfil, attended 
by pointed inſtances of contumacy and diſreſpect; not a 
ſingle payment, either on account of the arrears, or tribute 
for the current year, was made to the Nabab Vizier ; and 
the man who had been Muzzuffer Jung's Vakeel at the 
Preſidency, and who, on his diſmiflion, and return from 


Benares to Furruckabad, was appointed manager of his 


affairs, had the inſolence to propagate a report, that the 


interference to which his maſter owed the power he then 


enjoyed, was purchaſed through him. | © ES 
This behaviour determined me to withdraw my pratec- 


tion and interference altogether ; and in Avguſt laſt I com- 


municated my reſolution on the ſubject, through Mr. 
Middleton, to the Nabob Vizier., The conſequences have 
been, an aggravated renewal of the ſeverities formerly ex- 
erciſed againft that Government, and the re-appointment of

Uſual introduction. 


The ruined ſtate of the territories, and the diſtreſſed con- 
dition of the family, of the late Nabebs Mahummud Cawn 
and Ahmua Khan, and all the misfortunes aad miſeries 
which I have experienced for ſome years paſt, are fully and 


minutely known to you. Laſt year, when in the exceſs of 


your favour and parental benevolence you, were pleaſed to 
turn your attention towards the improvement of my af- 
fairs, the Suzzauwal, through your kindneſs and aſſiſtance, 
was withdrawn; and I hoped to experience, during that 
ſhort interval; the difference between that and former pe- 
riods. The days and nights af that interval were em- 
ployed in repaying your goodneſs-with unremitting prayers 
and acknowledgements ; and the fame of your frienditip, 
benevolence, and protecting power, reſounded from every 
quarter of the empire. This year, owing to my evil for- 
tune, and the ill conduct of my ſervants, ho neither re- 
garded nor felt the favours which you had conferred upon 
us, the diſpleaſure of the Engliſh Government has fallen 
upon me; its protection has been withdrawn, and a Suz- 
4auwal has again been placed over this country by the Vi- 
vier of the empire, The miſeries which have fallen upon 
my country, and the poverty and diſtreſs which have been 
| heaped upon me, by the re-appointment of the Sizzauwal, 

are ſuch, that a — of them would, I am convinced, 
excite the ſtrongeſt feelings of compaſſion in your breaſt. 
But it is impoſſible to relate them. On one fide, my coun- 
try ruined and uncultivated, toa degree of defolation which 
exceeds all deſcription; on the other, my domeſtic con- 
Terns and connections involved in ſuch a ſtate of diſtreſs 
and horror that even the relations, the children, and the 
wives of my father are' ſtarving in want of daily bread, 
and are on the point of flying, voluntary exiles; from their 
country and from each other. The narrative of my for- 
mer and preſent ſituation is as follows: At the time of 
my junction with the late Vizier Shujah ul Dowlah, I 
ſolicited the reſtoration of certain Mahalauts, which formed

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a part of my hereditary dominions, but had fallen into his 
poſſeſſion after the death of the late Nabob Ahmud Khaun; 
and as the Jate Vizjer was favourably inclined towards me, 
he paſſed his word to reſtore them on the defeat and ex- 
pulſion of the enemy. When, at the ſucceſsful concluſion 
of the war, I repeated my requeſt, he was pleaſed to ſay, 
that his military expences had been exceedingly heavy, and 
therefore deſired that the Mahlauts in queſtion ſhould con- 


riod he engaged to deliver tliem up; but, unfortunately, 
in the interval he ſickened and died, and the obtainment of 
4165 that object, which from the firſt depended on your favour 
1" and kindneſs, remained uneffectual. I had on my part 
1 i - _ reafon to hope, from his known goodneſs and benevolence, 
that the preſent Vizier would, when filling that ſtation, 

readily fulfil the promiſe made by his father, and honour - 

me with his favaur and btotherly ſupport; but it has ſo 

turned out, that he has not been pleaſed hitherto to direCt 

his attention towards the object; on the contrary, an ex- 

- tentof e, amounting to fifteen or ſixteen Mahavls, 
which remained in my poſſeſſion during the Government of 

the late Vizier, have been ' ſeized upon various pretences, 

and are no longer under my authority, and by the oppret- 

five appointment of a Suzzauwul, an accumulation of new 

miſeries and diſtreſſes have been daily added to thoſe by 

which my country, my people, and myſelf were already 
overwhelmed. As I am hopeleſs of compaſſion or favour 

from any one but you, it has appeared a duty incumbent 

on me to make to you fhis repreſentatian of my own ſitua- 

tion, and the diſtreſſes of the long train of relations and 
dependants, whoſe fate hangs upon mine. The choſen of 

the Almighty do never turn aſide the eye of pity and 

| kindneſs from the misfortunes of their dependants, and I 

rely —_— on that unequalled benevolence which at 

| all times diſpoſes you to regard and ſupport the dignity of 
ancient families, and to ſhew favour and kindneſs in behalf 
of the unfortunate, that you do and will confider the re- 
ſtoration af my affairs as an object meriting your attention, 
eſpecially as my conduct has ever been directed by ſubmil- 

fion, obedience, and a conſtant deſire to fulfil your plea- 

ſure, The whole ob;e&t of my preſent ſolicitations is as 

follows: That my ancient and hereditary territories, which 

the late Vizier, during his life, engaged repeatedly to de- 

liver up, may now be ſeparated from the dominions of the 

preſent Vizier of the empire, and being incorporated with 

thoſe at preſent in my poſſeſſion, that the whole may be 

left at my diſpoſal; and that giving me and my country a 
lace in your proteCtion apd patronage, you will be pleaſed

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tinne with him for another year, at the end of which pe- 
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fam your juſtice and equity ſhall determine and reſolve to 
be paid into the ſurcor of the Nabob Vizier, your pleaſure 
ſhall be minutely and punctually obeyed ; and whatever 
you may deem ſufficient for'the expences and ſupport of 
myſelf, and the children- and families of the late Nabobs 
Mahmoud Khaun and Ahmud Khaun, with that I will re- 
main ſatisfied and content, and daily offer up my prayers 
and thanks in return for your bounty and goodneſs. 

In this caſe alſo, from amongſt the Afghauns of my own 
tribe, whoſe reputation for valour and fidelity has conti- 
nued unimpaired, and whoſe actions have been made known 
to you by the annals of former times; from amongſt them, 
who for want of — 7 — and frotn extreme poverty 
are now on the point of deſerting this diſtreſſed country, 
J ſhall be enabled to entertain, for the uſe and ſervice of 
the Company, a body of fifteen hundred horſe, and a 
thouſand ſepoy infantry, who will at all times, on receipt 
of your orders, be ready and prepared to execute ſuch ſer- 
vices as you ſhall direct them to perform. If from an at- 
tention to my future proſperity you are pleaſed to approve 
of and comply with this propoſal, and will-appoint ſome 
gentleman of integrity and conciliating manners to this 
country, to reſide with and aſſiſt me on the ſpot, your pro- 
tection will be effectual, my affairs may again be reſtored 
to order, and other important objects may hereafter be ef- 
fected thereby 3 and moreover the ſum, which you ſhall 
determine and fix to be paid to the Nabob Vizier, may be 
regularly tranſmitted, through the Gentleman who ſhall 
be Reſident here, to the Preſence.”

the tribute to the Vizier, neither cavalry nor infantry can 
be maintained. The ſituation of the Nabob and his coun- 
try is more diſtreſsful than when he addreſſed himſelf for 
relief in 1783; and I am ſorry ta ſay, that my appoint- 
ment to Furruckabad has been of no advantage. In juſti- 
fication of myſelf, I think jt neceſſary to acquaint you, 
that by a letter (N? 4.) from the Goyernor General, when 
at Lucknow, I was prohibited from intexfering in the exe- 
cutive management, and by a ſubſequent order, 1 was made 
liable to diſmiſſion by his Excellency the Vizier: this at 
once precluded the poſhbility of my appointment heing be-

By the laſt treaty, which the Vizier eompelled the Naz, 
bob to ratify during his minority, - the ſum of- four lacks 
and a half is fixed as tribute or ſubſidy, and this to be paid 
from the unſequeſtered Purgunnahs. Theſe originally + 
8 about 12 lacks of revenue, but have ſince yearly 
n leſs and leſs productive: in the preſent year, it is not 
probable there will be above 5 lacks, from which is ta be 
deducted the expence of collecting. The tribute therefore 
cannot be fully paid, nor will there be any thing for the 
ſubſiſtence of the Nabob and family. Since my reſidence 
at Furruckabad the tribute has been increaſed to five lacks 
(though from the calamity of the famine, and other cauſes, 
the country was not equal to the defraying the previoull 
fixed demands). Almaſs Ally has taken the 3 
of Marara at a very inadequate rent, and his aumils have 
ſeized many adjacent villages: the Purgunnahs of Cocut-

Such being the preſent deplorable ſtate of Furruckabad 
and its diſtricts, in the enſuing year it will be in vain to 
look for revenue, if ſome regulations equal to the exigency 
be not adopted. "The whole country will be divided be- 
tween the neighbouring powerful aumils, the refractory 
zemindars, and banditti of robbers; and the Patans, who 
might be made ufeſul ſubjects, will fly from the ſcene of 
anarchy.

zier s horſe, is a ſufficient force to compel the w 4; to reliti- 
quiſh this country, or even to expel him the Vizier's do- 
minions : were the different Fouzedars, under the ſevereſt 
penalties, obliged to attack himand his adherents, where-

Received the following letter from the agent for ſupplies : 


\. Gentlemen, | ; | | 
I have been honoured by the official receipt of copies of 
the 41ſt, 42d; 43d, and 44th paragraphs of the general 
letter from the Court of Directors; dated 12th July 1582, 
concerning my late agency. 
I cannot help being ſtruck with the deepeſt concern, at 
finding that I have been the inftrument of an appointment 
which ſtands annulled by the honourable "the Court of 
Directors with ſuch ſevere epithets of diſapprobation ; and 
I beg leave to expreſs my acknowledgements to you for 
affording me a farther opportunity of endeavouring to re- 
move their objections, which appear to have been obviouſly 
taken up from the premiſes' then before them, unoppoſed 
by ſufficient explanations or teſtimonies of its good effect, 
which I truſt the preſent experience of it will juſtify: the 
commiſſion was undoubtedly | high before your ho- 
nourable Board thought fit to reduce it; and the honour- 
able Court of Directors paſs their judgement upon it in 
its original ſtate; they were naturally ſtruck with the 
ſum, becauſe it is certain that the groſs, &c. undiminiſhed 
amount of any commiſſion, fixed at a ſpecific rate o 
ſtriking to the obſervation, while the drawbacks upon it, 
and the inſtances of its utility are various and impercepti- 
ble, until poſitively pointed out and defined. This is the 
chief object of the preſent letter. 

At the, time when the appointment was made, it was 
hoped and expected that the moſt material duties of it, 
being the ſupply of the Preſidency of Fort St. _ 


—— — 
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would be of ſhort. duration, and of no very conſiderable 
extent. I muſt declare, for my own part, that this was 
opinion of it. The rate of commiſſion had many 
precedents, both of old and recent eſtabliſhment, to war- 
rant it, which I could enumerate, and I believe was founded 
on the ſame principles with them; yet it has always ſuſ- 
tained ſeveral deductions from it, eſpecially before you re- 
duced it. I beg leave to enumerate the following: I have 
maintained a conſtant eſtabliſnment of clerks and agents 
at my own expence ; I have at different times ſent down 
European overſeers, entertajned at high wages, to ſuperin- 
tend the loading of the Europe ſhips, and other ſervices, 
which required ſuperior management and attention, at my 
own expence. The number of agents of different kinds 
employed by me was neceſſarily great, but I have charged 
only for ſuch as were immediately ſtationed at the Company's 
fixed Golahs, or caſually employed in weighing off and 
ſhipping particular invoices, according to the ordinary 
cuſtom of merchants; and as long as the original com- 
miſſion was allowed me, I never made any charge for the 
commiſſion of factors or agents whom I employed in diſ- 
tant parts. Mr. Hamilton at Coringa, for inſtance, ſe- 
cured a large quantity of the country tonnage for me at 
that place, charging me 5 per cent, commiſſion upon the 
amount, for his trouble in the firſt ſeaſon; which, while 
my on ecommiſſion would bear it, I conſidered as juſtly 
allowable.qut of it: for the preſent ſeaſon I agreed to pay 
him commiſhon upon ſuch «tonnage only as he could pto- 
cure under a certain price. This I have thought it neceſ- 
ſary: to charge to the Company, becauſe my o¼u commiſ- 
ſionchaq ben reduced. 1 
The above circumſtanges ſhould be weighed in the ger 
neral ſcope of reaſoning upon this wu but à ſtill more 
important conſideration ſtarts up, which the honeurable 
Court of Directors could not have been acquainted with; 
I mean the heavy charge of intereſt which I have ſuſtained, 
to prevent the public from ſuffering at times greater loſſes 
and greater inconveniences than any poſſible amount of my 
commiſſion: if it be urged, that by diſburſing more than 
my advances from the treaſury, Limon an ultimate be- 
nefit to myſelf; J reply, that with poſitive injùnctions to 
carry my ſupplies to an unlimited extent, it was impoſſible 
to confine myſelf to my advances, without a manifeſt neg- 
lect of the public intereſts, becauſe both the periods and 
ſums of my advances were always uncertain, while my 
engagements were neceſſarily fixed and poſitive. Had 1 
omitted to take early meaſures, through proper agents on 
the coaſty-to make timely advances to the gwaers of veſ- 


{els 
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ſels on account of freight, in order to ſecure as much ton- 
nage as poſhble to be brought to me here, and had I waited 
the arrival of theſe veſſels which would have come under 
engagements to others, or have been ſent on ſpeculation 
for freight, I might indeed have been guided in the amount 
of my iſburſements by that of my advances; but I ſliould 
have paid a much higher rate for the ſame articles, and 
very ſcantily have fulfilled the object deſigned - my ap- 
pointment. In ſhort, with all my ſtrenuous and poffible 
exertions, it does not appear that the Preſidency of Ma- 
dras was ever abundantly ſupplied with grain, but conti- 
nually craving for more. 3

Honourable, | 


1. Mr. Scawen arrived at this Preſidency about 18 
months ago, with the appointment of an Aſſiſtant in the 
Commiſſary General's office on Captain's allowances, which 
amount to about 3 10 rupees per montn. 

2. About eight months after his arrival the Council ap- 
pointed him Auditor of the Accounts, which had remained 
unexamined previous to my being Commiſſary General, 
with allowances exceeding 2, 500 Spnaut rupees per month, 
although he had not ſerved one hour in this department, 
to qualify himſelf for ſuch an undertaking, thereby ſetting 
aſide his immediate ſuperior, the Deputy Commiſary Ge- 
neral, Mr.. Atkinſon, who has been 54 years in this office, 
and is an old civil ſervant. 

3. Notwithſtanding the expence thus incurred, they 
were pleaſed, on the 6th ultimo, to order all the retrench- 
ments previous to the 1ſt of May 1980; the day from - 
which I commenced the control, to be written off to profit 
and loſs. Wn | 

4+ And on the ſame day a majority thought proper to 
create a new office for the gentleman, under the name of 
Auditor General without the provinces, as well of the 
accounts of the Company's as of the Nabob's forces com- 
manded by Britiſh officers ; with allowances on the part of 
the Company nearly equal to thoſe of the Commiſſary Ge · 
neral, the difference between full and double full batta en- 
joyed beyond the provinces being tantamount to the com- 
miſſion on the revenues; and theſe allowances are exclu- 
ſive of whatever the Nabob may be directed to grant.

17. But the letters of the th and 26th December not 
affording the lighteſt grounds for taking offence, it was

Perſian tongue, a compendium of their law, called The 
Hedaya, which-is held in high eſtimation, and part of a 
more volaminous work, which I could not proſecute. 
Your honourable Court is in poſſeflion of a part of the 
Engliſh verſion of Hedaya, made by Mr. James Anderſon, 
and a ſubſequent part of the ſame work has been latel 
tranſlated by Mr. Hamilton. Theſe gentlemen are both 
engaged in the completion of it, and are both eminently 
qualified for it. It would exceed the due bounds of this 
letter, to expatiate on the utility of this work; yet I may 
be allowed to vindicate the expence of it by one 3 
argument, which is, that while the Mahomedan law is al- 
lowed to be the ſtandard of the criminal juriſprudence of 
our dominion, under the control and inſpection of your 
Engliſh ſervants, it ſeems indiſpenſably neceſſary that the 
| Judges of the Courts ſhould have a more, familiar guide for 
their proceedings than the books of the Arabie tongue, of 
which few have opportunities of attaining a competent 
knowledge; and as neceſſary that your ſervants uld 
poſſeſd the means of conſulting the principles on which 
thoſe judgements are founded, which, in their ultimate re- 
fort, and in rr caſes, may fall within their im- 
mediate cognizance, and of the laws of which they are 
the protectors — The third charge, is that of an e 
inſtituted for the ſtudy of the different branches of the 
ſciences taught in the Mahomedan ſchools.” After a trial 
of about two years, finding that it was likely to anſwer 
the end of its inſtitution, I recommended to the Board, 
and obtained their conſent, to paſs the ſubſequent expence 
of the eftabliſhment to the account of the Company, and 
td erect 4 building for the purpoſe at my own immediate 
coft, but for a Company's intereſt note granted me for the 
reimburſement of it. It is almoſt the only complete eſta- 
bliſhment of the kind now exiſting in India, although the 
were once in univerſal uſe, and the decayed remains of the 
ſchools are yet to be ſeen in every capital town or city of 
Hindoftan and Decan.

The honourable Court of Directors, in their general 
letter to Bengal, by the Surprize, dated the 16th March 
1784, were pleaſed to expreſs their deſire that I ſhould in- 
form them of the periods when each ſum of the preſents, 
mentioned in my addreſs of the 22d May 1782, was re- 
ceived, what were my motives for withholding the ſeveral 
receipts from the knowledge of the Council, or of the 
Court of Directors, and what were my reaſons for taking 
bonds for part of theſe ſums, and for paying other ſums 
into the treaſury as depoſits on my own account. 

I have heen kindly apprized, that the information re- 
quired as above is yet expected from me. I hope that the 
circumſtances of my paſt ſituation, when conſidered, will 
plead my excuſe for having thus long withheld it. The 
fact is, that I was not at the Preſidency when the Surprize 
arrived; and when I returned to it, my time and attention 
were ſo entirely engroſſed, to the day of my final depar- 
5 ; ture 
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ture from it, by a variety of other more important oceu- 
patipns, of which, Sir, I may ſafely appeal to your teſti» 
mony,, grounded on the large portion contributed by my- 
ſelf of the volumes which compoſe our conſultations of 
' that period, that the ſubmiſſion which my reſpect would 
have enjoined me to pay to the command impoſed on me, 
was loſt to my recollection, perhaps from the ſtronger im- 
preſſion, which the firſt and diſtant peruſal of it had left 
on my mind, that it was rather intended as a reprehenſion 
for e which had given offence in my report of the 
original tranſaction, than as expreſſive of any want of a 
farther elucidation of it. e een 
I will now endeavour to reply to the different queſtions 
which have been ſtated to me, in as explicit a manner as 
1 am able.

though at no great diſtance of time, I cannot therefore 
| aſſign a greater degree of accuracy to the account; Per- 
L haps the honourable Court will judge this ſufficient for 
any purpoſe to which their inquiry was directed; but if it 
ſhould not be ſo, I will beg leave to refer, for a more mi- 
nute information, and for the means of making any inveſ- 
tigation which they may think it proper to direct, reſpect- 
ing the particulars of this tranſaction, to Mr. Larkins, 
your Accountant General, who was privy to every proceſs 
of it, and poſſeſſes, as I believe, the original paper, which 
contained the only account that I ever kept of it. In 
this each receipt was, as I recollect, ſpecifically * 
with the name of the perſon by whom it was made; and 
1 ſhall write to him, to deſire that he will furniſh you 
with the paper itſelf, if it is ſtill in being, and in his 
hands, or with whatever he can diſtinctly recollect con- 
cerning it.

It will not be expected that I 
ſhould be able to give a more correct explanation of my 
intentions, after a lapſe of three years, having declared 
at the time, that many particulars had eſcaped my remem- 
brance; neither ſhall I attempt to add more than the 
clearer affirmation of the facts implied in that Report of 
them, and ſuch inferences as neceſſarily, or with a ſtron 
probability, follow them. I have ſaid that the three fi 
ſums of the account were paid into the Company's trea- 
ſury without paſſing through my hands: The ſecond of 
theſe was forced into notice by its deſtination and appli- 
cation to the expence of a detachment, which was formed 
and employed againſt Madejee Scindia, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant-colonel Carnac, as I particularly ap- 
riſed the Court of Directors, in my letter of the 29th 
ember 1780: the other two were certainly not in- 
tended, when I received them, to be made public, though 
intended for public ſervice, and actually applied to it. 
The exigencies of the Government were at that time my 
own, and every preſſure upon it reſted with its full weight 
upon my mind. Wherever I could find allowable means 
of relieving thoſe wants, I eagerly ſeized them; but nei- 
ther could it occur to me as neceſſary to ſtate on our 
proceedings every little aid which I could thus procure, 
nor do I know how I could have ſtated it, without appear- 
ing to court favour by an oftentation which I diſdained, 
nor without the chance of exciting the jealouſy of my col- 
leagues, by the conſtruCtive aſſertion of a ' ſeparate and 
unparticipated merit, derived from the influence of my 
ſtation, to which they might have laid an equal claim. 
ſhould havedeemed it particularly diſhonourable, to recive 
for my own uſe, money tendered by men of a certain claſs, 
from whom I had interdicted the receipt of preſents to m 
inferiors, and bound them by oath not to receive them.

Why the ſecond ſum was entered as a depoſit, I am 
utterly ignorant; poſſibly it was done without any ſpecidt 
direction from me; poſſibly becauſe' it was the ſimpleſt 
mode of entry, and therefore preferred, as the tranſac- 
tion itſelf did not require concealment, having been already 
avowed, 5 Binn! 
Although I am firmly perſuaded that theſe were my 
ſentiments on the occaſion, yet I will not affirm that they 
were. Though I feel their impreſſion as the remains of 


a ſeries of thoughts retained on my memory, I am not 


certain that they may not have been produced by ſubſe- 


quent reflection on the principal fact, combining with it 
the probable motives of it. Of this I am certain, that it 
was my deſign originally to have concealed the receipt of 
all the ſums, except the Tecond, even from the knowledge 
of the Court of Directors.

Haſtings; Lthink it e Se to ſtate the part I took in 
this tranſaction, ſomewhat more at large than is recorded 
in your Proc-edings of the 23d of October 1776. I will 
not, at this diſtance of time, undertake to charge my me- 
mory with the preciſe words of my teſtimony ; but I can 
aſſert with confidence that it was to the following effect 
That when Mr. Haſtings gave his inſtructions to Mr.

The pools and banks in the diſtrict of Burdwan being 
in many places Lroken down, and in general in great want 
of repair, I beg leave to ſubmit to your honourable Board 
the following propoſals for raiſing the new banks that may 
be required, and repairing the preſent pools. | 

I will engage to put them in a thorough ſtate of repair 
before the enſuing rains, for the ſum of one lack and 
twenty thouland Sicca rupees (1,20,000) to be paid to me 
by the provincial Council of Burdwan, at the following

One quarter in the month of Marg. 

And the remaining quarter in April. 
Where the old pools have been broken down and waſhed 
away, or where the courſe of the rivers may have render 
new pools neceſſary, I will engage to raiſe them without 
incurring any farther charge to the honourable Company. 

That if it ſhall be agreeable to the honourable Board to 
extend the contract beyond the preſent year, Iwill engage 
to keep the bunds in a ſtate of thorough repair during the 
ſecond year, for the ſum of eighty thouſand Sicca rupees 
(80,000) to be paid to me as follows :

I ſhall give ſuch ſufficient ſecurity as the honourable 
Board may require for the due performance of my en- 
gagements.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, | | 
In our letter of the 15th November, we addreſſed you 
on the ſubject of the poolbundy of this province, and 
tranſmitted to you copy of a letter from Mr. Dynely, to- 
gether with a repreſentation from Brijoo Kiſſore Roy, cor- 
roborating our repreſentations of the neceſſity of not only 
a ſpeedy, but a very. ſubſtantial repair being made; we 
alſo informed you that Mr. Kinloch, the ſuperintendant 
of Poolbundy repairs, was at that time direCted to proceed 
into the purgunnahs, and to inſpect the condition of the 
bunds, and to aſcertain in the moſt correct manner he 
could, the expence which would neceſſarily be required for 
the repair of the preſent ſeaſon. That gentleman, being 
now returned, has deljyered to us a report of the condition 
in which he found the ſeveral bunds, and has accompanied. 
it with an eſtimate of the expence which he deems requiſite 
to be diſburſed for the abſolute defence of the province 
from the inundations which may happen in the courſe of 
the enſuing rainy ſeaſon. We have the honour to encloſe 
you' a copy of his report and eſtimate, together with a 
tranſlate of a fa-ther repreſentation made to us by Brijoo 
Kiſſore Roy on the ſubject. The information which Mr, 
Kinloch has given us, we are well perſuaded is from a very 
accurate and diligent ſurvey of the ſeveral  bunds ; woe 
from his report, we do not heſitate to ſay, that a-fpeedy 
and ſubſtantial repair of the whole bunds of the province 
is a matter of the moſt ſerious attention; as, either by a 
delay in proſecuting this neceſſary work, or by its being 
performed in the ſuperficial manner of the two laſt years, 
ſubjects the country to inundations, which may cauſe a loſs 
balf the revenue of theſe purgunnahs. We are ourſelves 
ly convinced of the high importance of this work, and 
of the neceſſity of its being executed in the moſt effeQtual 
manner, and deem ourſelves bound in duty to repreſent it 
1 you fo forcibly, that your determination may be as

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The eſtimate which Mr. Kinloch has given to us may 
appear to you very high, comparatively with the charges 
of Poolbundy for the laſt two years; but as we have the 


' fulleſt proofs of the ſum which was allowed for theſe years 


being very znadequate to the extent of the works, and equally 
well convinced that even that ſum has been either not ap- 
plied to the work at all, or done fo very injudiciouſly that 
the bunds are in no degree benefited by it, we cannot but 
be very earneſt in our requeſt, that the charge be admitted 
as ſtated by Mr. Kinloch; and that the — effectual re · 


ſtraints be put upon thoſe whom you ſhall be pleaſed to 


entruſt with the diſburſement of it, that the ſum be duly 
and faithfully applied for the purpoſes for which it is grant- 
ed; and here we cannot but expreſs our worſt opinion of 
the fidelity of the darogahs'who have been employed for 


the laſt two ſeaſons, and impute to their neglect the neceſ- 


ſity to which Government is reduced of incurring fo very 
heavy an expence, which however, if diſburſed as we have 
recommended, the charge will in future ſeaſons be greatly 
reduced, as after one thorough and effectual repair, we con- 
ceive a ſmall annual expence will be ſufficient to keep the bundy 


vp, and prevent their going to decay.

Mr. Francis. — The managers on the part of the Rajah 
undertook to keep the pools in repair for the ſum of 25,000 
rupees per annum. If the work was not properly attended 
to, and performed by them, it was the duty of the Burdwan 
Council to inform us of ſuch neglect, at the periods when 
it might have been in our power to have made timely pro- 
viſions againſt the conſequences of it. They ought to have 
ſent out aumeens, from time to time, to inſpect the ſtate of 
the bunds, and report it to them. Their Superintendant, 
Mr. Kinloch, ſhould at leaſt not have waited till the rains 
of the ſecond year were over, before he made his report of 
the ſtate of the bunds. Mr. Thomſon, in 1775, propoſed 
to perform this work for 60,000 rupees per annum, for 
nine years; the preſent propoſal is for a lack and twenty 
thouſand, for the 1ſt year, and 82,000 for the 2d. Ad- 
mitting that the bunds may have ſuffered ſome extraordinary 
damages in the laſt year, ſtill the difference between this 
and the other propoſal is ſo exorbitant, that I cannot think 
it right to agree to it, eſpecially as there is no eſtimate of 
particulars before us to guide the judgement of the Board. 
u my opinion, the repairs of the Poolbundy ſhould be 
committed to the Rajah, oro the perſon who has the ma- 
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nagement of the collections, who might, with great eaſe, 
be obliged to perform his engagements ſtrictly; if the 
Burdwan Council attended to the buſineſs themſelves, or 
obliged their Superintendant to make conſtant reports to 
them of the ſtate and progreſs of the work. . 
Governor General. It ſuited the temper of the ſeaſon 
in which the Rajah made his propoſals to make an offer for 
Tepairing the poolbundy, ſo much below the ſum which 
had ever been expended in any one year for that ſervice, as 
to make all prior diſburſements appear in a ſuſpected light 
by the contraſt. It is notorious, and it was well known 
at the time, to every one in the leaſt converſant in this bu- 
ſineſs, that it was impoſſible to have kept the pools and 
dykes of that extenſive country in repair for ſo ſmall an 
annual ſum as 25, ooo rupees; and in effect, the progreſs 
that could have been made in the work, by ſo trifling an 
expence, would have been ſo ſmall, that the Rajali's 9” om 
appear to have thought it not worth their while to lay out 
any money at all upon the work; we have authentic evi- 
dence of its having been totally neglected, yet I am of 
opinion that a much ſmaller ſum would have then ſufficed 
than that which is now propoſed for the repairs of the pre- 
ſent year, ſince this is an accumulating charge, which, 
from the nature of it, will annually grow upon ſuch year's 
neglect. The breach which 50 rupees might have mended 
when it was firſt diſcovered, will, after the cloſe of one 
rainy ſeaſon, and the continued paſſage of an impetuous 
tide through it, require an expence of more than 100 ru- 
pees. Mr. Thompſon's propoſals including a long term of 
nine years, for the equal yearly ſum of 60,000, which I 
think greatly exceeds the proportionate amount of the 
preſent propoſals, becauſe theſe are to effect a complete 
Tepair, which can hardly be concluded in one ſeaſon, and 
the ſubſequent expence will be but trifling. As I mean to 
confine my own obſervations to the queſtion, I muſt veg 
leave to decline offering my remarks upon the conduct ol 
the Council of Burdwan, in ſuffering (if they have ſuf- 
fered) the bunds to run into decay through their neglect or 
inattention. | Ft 
Mr. Wheler.—As neither Mr. Fraſer's ſcheme, nor the 
eſtimate' formed by the ſuperintendant at Burdwan, are 
ſufficiently explanatory for me to form a judgement on the 
queſtion, I beg leave to decline giving anv. | 
Mr. Barwell.— agree to the acceptance of Mr. Fraſer's 
propoſals, judging it better to limit the expence by a con- 
tract, than to leave the diſburſements to be made by eſti- 
mate; as I ſcarcely know of any one inſtance of eſtimates 
having been delivered, and the expence kept within them.

Read the follow ing letter from Mr. Fraſer, the Contractor 
for the repairs of the pools in Burdwan: 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Eſguire, Governor 
| General, c. Council of Revenue, 


Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 


Having completed the firſt year of the contract which I 
entered into for repairing, and upholding the pools and 
banks erected for the defence of the Burdwan province; I 
beg leave to lay before the Board an account of the ſtate of 
Poolbundy, and to ſubmit, with the obſervations and pro- 


poſals I have to make, what appears neceſſary for ſapport- 


ing theſe important works in future. 
he Deig Bund, as it ſtands recorded upon the proceed- 

ings of the B 

in length nearly 500 miles, which, from having been 


greatly neglected for ſome years, was in ſo ruinous a ftate 


when I commenced my engagements, that in the pools of 
Burdah alone, the firſt work I took in hand, I had 578 
' breaches to fill up, one half of them of conſiderable ex- 
tent; and although in the pools of the other purgunnahs 
there were not ſo many breaches, yet they were ſo much 


broken down by cattle, I could not on any terms whatever 


prevail upon any one of my agents to come under articles 
of agreement for finiſhing the repaits of their reſpective 
ſtations within a limited time; ſo much did they deſpair, 
at the advanced ſeafon of the year when the work was be- 
gun, of being able to accompliſh what was neceflary to be 
done before the ſettling in the rains. 

Under the diſcouraging circumſtances, I have only to re- 
ſolve on ſparing no expence, or leaving untried any means 
which could poſhbly contribute to forward the underta- 
king I had engaged to perform; which having accordingly 
put in execution, I was, in conſequence, fortunate enough 
to follow ſuch meaſures as in the end happily effected what, 
at the beginning, I had ſo little proſpect of fulfilling in the 
ſhort time given me for that purpoſe, 

Independent of the ſtate in which I found the pools, I 
have on the following accounts been put to very great and 
unexpected charges, which do. not commonly happen, by 


hay** - 


urdwan Council, comprehends a tract of pools 
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having a ſecond repair to give to many of the pools, parti- 
cularly the ſandy ones, the work of the firſt repair having 
waſhed away by the uncommon and unremitting vio- 
lence of the rains, which continued for many days at their 
firſt ſetting in; together with filling up the new. breaches 
made by extraordinary torrents of water, which at that 
time came down from the hills, and overflowed a great part 
of the province; and in ſecuring the- foundation of the 
principal pools from being ſapped by this collected body of 
water, which could in no other way be effected than by 
uſing trees, with great quantities of 3 mats, ſtraw, 
and other materials, to prevent the new earth thrown in 
from being carried away, all of them additional charges 
upon the eſtimate I formed at giving in my propoſals, and 
an expence which would not have been incurred, had the 
rains ſet in, as they generally do, with a moderation which 
gives time for their gradually acting upon and ſettling the 
new earth and ſand—the only chance there is of a work of 
this nature, executed in the dry ſeaſon, becoming ſuffi- 
ciently ſtrong to reſiſt the force of currents, or to bear the 
weight of great bodies of water.. 

Beſides the inſufficient manner in which the pools have 
of late years been repaired, the ancient practice of erecting 
dobunds, a neceflary ſecurity againſt inundation, on the 
failure of the old pools, has altogether neglected, and 
the rivers have now in moſt parts approached ſo near the old 
pools, that notwithſtanding they have been this year at a 
great expence repaired in ſuch manner as will, with the far- 
ther repairs to be given the enſuing ſeaſon, ſecure them for 
two, or perhaps three years longer, from- falling- into the 
rivers, yet it will be impoſſible to preſerve them long from 
that fate; and unleſs dobunds, where neceſſary to ſupply 
the place of the old pools as they fail, are _ the 
time there will be occaſion for them, it will be impractica- 
ble to keep ſome of the purgunnahs from being overflowed 
in the rainy ſeaſons; and of conſequence, as the cultiva- - 
tion of the ſouthern purgunnahs is wholly obtained by 
means of the pools, the crops in many places will be en- 
tirely loſt, and the Company thereby deprived of a great 
part of their revenue, ; | 

In order therefore that dobunds may be ready by the time 
they will be wanted, their foundations ought to be laid im- 

iately, and additional work raiſed upon that baſis the 
next and following years, until they are completely finiſhed, 
becauſe new-raiſed earth taking a long time to ſettle, ſuch 
bunds do not, in many years, become ſufficiently ſtrong to 
withſtand the force which currents gather in their rapid 
progreſs from the hilly cquntries. 8 on the contrary, 
theſe bunds of protection are not built before the old ITY 
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fail, they muſt then be raiſed with ſuch expenſive materials 
(to render them, if poſſible, of immediate uſe) that the 
charge 7 ereCting — will be enormous, without any 

ee of certainty that they will anſwer the purpoſe for 
— are erected, 7 9 
The efficacy of the propoſed precaution is therefore ſo 
obvious, that it is almoſt neceſſary to obſerve how much it 
would be the intereſt of the Company to grant to every 
contractor, who engages to keep the pools in thorough re- 
pair, an annual allowance, to be by him appropriated for 
the ſole purpoſe of. building dobunds, a meaſure which the 
fooner it is adopted, the more will the charge of that work, 
in the end, be diminiſhed. . . 

It is well known that in the repairs of the pools this 
year, accompliſhed to the general ſatisfaction of the far- 
mers, every indulgence and affiſtance has been afforded on 
my part, which the ryots ſtood in need of, for promoting 
the different branches of cultivation; and as inconteſtible 
proof of the ſufficiency of the repairs, there is not an in- 
ſtance of the failure of, or a breach being made in, any one 
of the pools during the laſt currents, and breaking up of 
the rains ; but though they have thus ſtood, as the bunds 
are the only roads for eattle, they are ſubject to perpetual 
injuries from them, and have in fact been much injured by 
them, as well as weakened by the almoſt unheard-of tor- 
rents occaſioned by the laſt rainy ſeaſon. 

In recompence of the unexpected charges I have been 
put to, and of the ſatisfactory conclufion of my firſt year's 
engagement, I have to ſolicit, and I hope the Board will be 
pleaſed to grant me, a prolongation of my contract for three 

ears, in addition to my preſent term, and that | may be al- 
— ſuch occaſional advances, on account of the dobunds, 
as I may apply for to the Council at Burdwan, io that each 
advance ſhall not exceed the ſum of five thouſand rupees ; 
and as I do not wiſh to make this a part of my contract, or 
to gain by it, I will, at the end of each year, or when the 
dobunds thall be completed, deliver in to the Board an exact 
and faithful account of the monies expended on the do- 
bunds, verified on oath; for I look only tor profit from my 
contract,

Extract of Litter from Lord Meacariney, K ts the Com- 
6 : mittee of Seerecy,. dated 28th September 1781, 
Very ſoon afterwards I had occaſion alſo to conſult fre- 


yuently with him “ in conſequence of another tranſaction 
of the Bengal Government relative to the Nabob of Arcot. 


His Highneſs had been for ſome time diſguſted with that 


dependance which he had transferred to the Company 
from the Soubah of the Decan, and the throne of Delhi, 
to whom it originally belonged; he had indulged the hope 
that the agents deputed by him from hence laſt year to 
the Court of England would contribute not a little 
towards freeing him from any interference of the Com- 
pany; and a deputation to the Government of Ben 

which is eſtabliſhed by Parliament, promiſed to add to the 
advantages, or ſupply the deficiencies of an European em- 
baſſy, He therefore ſent, in March 1781, two perſons as 
his miniſter, with requeſts to the Governor General; they 
indicate his Highneſs's aim at an increaſe of poſſeſhons und 
of power, which the Company has not thought juſt or 
wiſe to ſuffer. To theſe demands he joined an offer to 
aſſign, during the continuance of the preſent troubles, the 
revenues of the countries yet remaining to him, towards 
defraying the charges of the war, on conditions in favour 
of his creditors, ſeem to have been concerned in this 
embaſſy of obtaining Company's bonds equal to the reve- 
nues of the diſtricts which had been aſſigned to them, but 
to which conditions the Government of Fort St: George 
had no authority from you to agree. This aſſignment 
however was p forward by the Nabob's Miniſters as 
the firſt object of their deputation; and as it appeared to 
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Mr. Haſtings that it promiſed a reaſonable relief to the 
Carnatic, it was readily accepted in April 1781, and the 
replies of the Governor General and Council to the Nabob's . 
ſeveral requeſts were tranſmitted to this Prefidency, with 
an intimation that they ſhould be conſidered as having all 
the ſanction force, and validity of a treaty ; and one of 
the Miniſters from the Nabob returned with credentials as 
Miniſter of the Governor General and Council of Bengal 
at. his Highneſs's Court, for the purpoſe of maintaining 
their faith in the execution of that treaty, and alſo as their 
repreſentative at this Prefidency. Mr. Haſtings has been 
ſo obliging as to write to me, that if my appointment to 
this Government had been foreſeen, neither he or Mr. 
Wheler would have had recourſe to this unuſuat interven- 
tion, but would have rather referred the Nabob and his 
creditors to the Preſidency of Fort St. George, as being 
the regular inſtrument of the Company's participation in 
the Government of the Carnatic; he has ſince, and | be- 
lieve truly, been informed, that if the treaty and embaſſy 
had happened (as we expected) to arrive during the late 
adminiſtration, they would have been treated with deriſion, 
and reſented as injurious. The uneaſineſs of the Preſiden- 
cies of both coaſts, at any extenſion of the authority of the 
Bengal | Government over them, , beyond the expreſs pro- 
viſion of the act of Parliament, has been often indeed de- 
clared in forcible terms in their reſpective conſultations, . 
proteſts, and correſpondence. They had not probably 
conſidered that this important and remedial act ought to 
have a moſt liberal and extenſive, though a juſt and candid, 
conſtruction. It muſt have been meant virtually to give 
the lead and fuper-eminence to the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal in all general tranſactions, and to com- 
mit, though it does not literally, to them the excluſive 
charge of arranging the. great line of policy with thoſe 
Princes who are really and totally independent of any of 
your Preſidencies. India ought never indeed to be conſi- 
dered by your ſervants otherwiſe than in a collective view, 
without any ſubdiviſion of local intereſt or attachments, 
and every objection urged againſt public meaſures, on the 
ground of being encroachments by one Engliſh fettlement, 
or by one ſet of Company's ſervants, over another, has 
preſented itſelf to my judgement, when contradiſtinguiſhed 
from the general good, with ſuch a degree of weakneſs as 
to reaſon, and of danger as to conſequences, that I have 
taken uncommon pains to inculcate my oppoſite ſentiments 
in this Preſidency. To the aſſertion of rights invaded I 
have oppoſed the impropriety of giving ſuch a name to 
ſimple inſtitutions, eſtabliſhed for the facility of the ſer- 
vice, and which muſt be ſubſervient to its benefit; — to

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| perfons hurt at the apprehenſion of contempt, from the . 
participation or ſubtraction of their authority, it was ob- 
vious to obſerve, that bodies of men, as well as individuals, 
become in fact contemptible, not by the acts of others, 
but by the weakneſs or inconſiſteney of their own pro- 
ceedings; few ſtations being ſo low as not to be capable of 
attracting eſteem, and even reſpect, by a ſtrict acquittal of 
the duties they preſcribe. No doubt, with regard to the 
ſuperiority of the Bengal Government, the trueſt method 
of preſerving the dignity, and ſecuring the efficacy of au- 
thority, is to be cautious in extending the exerciſe of it to 
lengths that may throw the exiſtence. of it, ſo extended, 
into doubt. But neceſſity gives 2 to every inter- 
poſition, provided it can be effectual, and it is not to the 
avowed irregularity of paſſing by the uſual inſtruments of 
the Company's participation in the Government of the 
Carnatic, that in times of critical exi theſe iuſtru- 
ments being unfit, any ſolid objection will, in the judge» 
ment of wiſdom and policy, be allowed ; but it is to the 
attempt of interpoſing, where the interpoſition may be re- 
jected, or when, if admitted, it may be prejudicial or inef- 
Feftual. The dread of ſuſpenſion by the Governor Gene- 
ral and Council was not likely to enfotee obedience from 
men inclined to diſpute, in certain inſtances, the ſentence 
as well as the crime; and on whom, being determined to 
quit the ſervice, if executed, it would not be a puniſh- 
ment. Vet the uttet rejection of the treaty, and conſe- 
quent breach with the Bengal Government, reflective as it 
would prove on the regulations of our policy, would ſtill 
perhaps be leſs fatal to your affairs, than the perverſion of 
that treaty, reluctantly admitted by perſons who were to 
carry it into execution. From theſe dangers at leaſt the 
ſettlement: was relieved by the change you made in the ad- 
miniſtration of this Preſidency. "The whole tranſaction 
had now a fair and candid examination; and from the-appli- 
cation given to it, and the opportunities of judging of it 
upon the ſpot, it is probable that the view | taken of it has 
been a juſt one. It appeared, that the aſſignment of the 
Nabob's revenues to be collected by the conjunct manage 
ment of his and the Company's ſervants, with the ſame 
control in favour of the former, had actually been alri 

made by his Higtmeſs to my predeceſſor, as to part of his 
country, and indeed carried into execution; and to ma, be- 
fore he knew the contents of the treaty, he made the offer 
of the remainder ;- ſo that the effect of the inter ventjon of 
the Supreme Council was, in this inftance, which paſſed 
for counterbalancing all the Nabob's political demands, to 
obtain by their means what he had given, or was ready to

in acknowledging their validity, or abiding by their con- 
tents. But I have, with a view to the great good which 
united efforts operate, and from the reſpect which I bear 
to the opinions of Mr. Haſtings, adapted my conduct to 
them, and ſhall place my ſatisfaction in ſuch a faithful, 
zealous, and, I hope, rudicious execution of his plans, as 
to give them the beſt chance of ſucceſs; and, left the ap- 
pearance upon record of a difference of opinion, either as 
to authority or to meaſures, ſhould be productive of in- 
convenience, or be difagreeable to him, the letter from the 
Committee, on the ſubject of the treaty and embaſſy, be- 
came no formal reſolution of the Board; and I was autho- 
rized by my colleagues to acquaint him; that he might 
conſider it as proceeding merely from them as individuals, 
and addreſſed to him alone.

The part of your letter which has moſt engaged my 
thoughts and attention, is that which mentions the Na- 
bob's new Agent from Bengal. It is an arrangement which

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tutionally eſtabliſhed by act of Patliament—It is in my 
opinion an act of ſupererogation in the racy — 
and an attempt to annihilate a power, which can only be 
diminiſhed or aboliſhed by an authority above any exiſting 
in this country. And I am thoroughly convinced, that 
the Government of Madras cannot, without being liable 
to a charge of breach of truſt, tacitly acquieſce in ſo gla- 

ing an encroachment upon thoſe privileges, which have 
been aſſigned to them by a conſtitutional act of Parliament ;* 
I. hope therefore your Lordſhip will not allow it to paſs 
unmoleſted—l can only ſay, that had I been fitting as a 
member of the Board of Bengal, when ſuch a meaſure was 
propoſed, I ſhould have proteſted againſt it. 


Extract of Letter from the Breſident and Council of Fort St. 
George ta the Governor General and Council, dated 8th Sep- 
tember 1781, 


Your late appointment, being the firſt of the kind, to 
Fort St. George, ' ſince the eſtabliſhment of your ſuperin- 
tending power, is to be conſidered only as an extraordinary 
deviation from your general conduct, and which, when 
made, you no doubt thought warranted by the neceſſity of 
the occaſion, It would have been, however, particularl 
defirable, that the effect had ceaſed with the cauſe which 
had produced it; becauſe the object of your choice on this 
occaſion, though in other reſpects a gentleman of much 
merit, might be thought to have incurred the imputation 
of a breach of truſt to the Company. | 

Mr. Richard Joſeph Sulivan, at the very time that he 
was confidential Secretary to the Select Committee of this 
Preſidency, and conſequently poſſeſſed of all the views and 
ſecrets of the Company, as far as relate to this Govern- 
ment, privately entered into the ſervice of the Nahob, 
with whom, by the orders of the Court of Directors, 
none of the Company's ſervants are allowed to have any 
communication, without a permiſſion from the Preſident. 
He undertook his Highneſs's plan of independence, ſo ro- 

robated by the Company, as well as of thoſe other pro- 
jects contained in his requeſts, with which you have either 
poſitively refuſed, or have ſimply declined complying. If 
he acknowledged himſelf to your Board to have been Se- 
cretary to this Committee, you muſt have either ſuppoſed 
that he had reſigned that 22 before his acceptance of a 
charge from another maſter, or tliat he had the permiſſion 
of his ſuperiors for holding both. The fact is however 
otherwiſe; and your letter was the firſt intimation to the 
Committee of Mr. Sulivan's commiſſion from the Nabob. 
His reſignation of his office at the Board was ſubſequent 
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to your nomination of him as your repreſentative; the ae- 
ceptance of an office on another eftabliſhment, without the 
approbation of the Board, in whoſe ſervice he continued, 
was thought a ſufficient ground, by the members of it at 
that time, for coming to a reſolution of calling upon him, 
on his arrival here, to juſtify his conduct. We however do 
not wiſh to treat him with harſhneſs; and though our tenity 
may poſſibly be conſidered as injurious to the diſcipline of 
. he ſervice, yet, from reſpect to your partiality for him, 
from reſpect to the name he hears, and from a willingneſs to 
believe that he has erred rather through levity than ill in- 
tention, we yet forbear to puniſh him for his miſconduct; 
and we truſt that ſo ſignal an inſtance of our moderation. 
will be a moſt convincing proof of our ſincere deſire to cul- 
mvate and maintain the moſt perfect harmony and good cor- 


reſpondence with you.

They were afterwards conquered 
by the Marattas, and annexed to Kudeir under Eetit Row. 
Some years ago they were reduced by the Ranah. The 
- Marattas are defirous of recovering theſe five mehauls, 
though I am not ſure if they have yet formally demanded 
them from the Ranah. | 
Theſe claims have for ſome time paſt given riſe to a va- 
riety of diſcuſſions; and on my arrival in camp, I found 
that there was a negociation on foot betwixt Sindia and the 
Ranah, which was conducted on the part of the latter by 
His Pirrſhaad, Moonſhey of Slwajee Eetul. The Ranah, 
it is faid, claimed the Cutchwagar country, able to the 
ſeparate treaty which he had made with the Marattas; but 
the difficulty lay in ſettling the annual revenue. For the 
preſent year, in particular, the Ranah claimed large deduc- 
tions on account of the depredations and collections made 
by Bow Buckſey. To the ſecond claim alſo the Ranah was 
willing to agree, but he claimed a deduction on account of 
the diſtrifts of Mahguwan, &c.; which, though they had 
formerly belonged to Bend, had for many years paſt been 
annexed to his own poſſeſhons, For ſome days there re- 
mained a proſpect of an accommodation, till Sindia thought 
it expedient to accelerate the negociation, by letting looſe 
his pindarries on the Ranah's country. 
Both parties then applied to me, as the repreſentation of 
the Engliſh Government. The Ranah complained gene- 
rally of the bad faith of the Marattas, and the intentions 
which they had formed of deviating from the terms of their 
agreements reſpecting him, as ſtipulated in the treaty of 
olonel Muir. Sindia applied more particularly: he ſent 
a meſſage to me by Bow Buckſey, repreſenting that diſ- 
putes had ariſen betwixt him and the Ranah ; that he had 
in vain endeayoured to ſettle them by ' amicable means. 
He had now advanced to the borders — the Ranah's coun- 
try, but could not proceed farther until he had aſked my 
3 H 4 advice, 
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advice, as repreſentative of the Engliſh Government, left 

his conduct might occaſion diſputes betwixt him and the 
Engliſh, which he was extremely deſirous of avoiding. 

The anſwer which I muſt ultimately give to theſe appli- 
cations was clearly pointed out in my inſtructions, but ſe- 

veral reaſons induced me to defer giving any anſwer what- 

ſoever for a few days. | 

During my. tay at Etaya, Colonel Muir complained 
much of the conduct of the Ranah. He accuſed him of 
not marching in time, or with a ſufficient body of troops, 
to his ſupport; of negleCting to uſe his endeavours to pro 
cure ſupplies of grain for the army; and of clandeſtinely 
negociating and concluding a ſeparate treaty. with the Ma- 
rattas, contrary to the intereſts of the Engliſh. The two 
former of theſe charges depend on facts that come within 
the immediate knowledge of the Colonel, and however the 
Ranah may attempt to juſtify or extenuate them, their 
reality cannot be doubted; I have therefore confined myſelf 

in my inquiries to the laſt charge. The Ranah, on finding 
that he was ſuſpected of having entered into ſeparate en- 
gagements with Sindia, juſtified himſelf by ſaying, that he 
had Colonel Muir's permiſſion in writing for ſo doing. 
Having defired to ſee a copy of the Colonel's permiſſion, 
and alto of the agreement entered into by him and the Ma- 
rattas on both ſides, he ſent me the copy of a letter, 
ſaid to have been written to him by Colonel Muir, under 

date the 27th Auguſt 1781, of which the following is a 
tranſlation—“ You may afford every degree of aſſiſtance 
to Chimnajee, that in the manner that I have ſtipulated 
« 18 days on the ſubject of peace, Iam hgpefutthat it will 
certainly take place in that period acodin to what I 
« have written: aſſure him alſo that in that ſpace of—will 
© make no attack, nor commit no kind of hoſtilities, on 
« condition that none are committed by the oppoſite party: 
Lou muſt alſo obtain ſome aſſurance on this head from 
« them; and if the Pattele pleaſes, let writings be mutu- 
ally given on this ſubject: alſo in this ſpace no troops will 

& march acroſs the Jemna.”. . Þ | 

The Ranah ſaid, that he could not ſend the two other 
papers as required, leſt they might be intercepted on the 

road; afterwards, on my appearing ſtill unſatisfied, he ſent 
me the copy of a letter which he wrote to Sindja in conſe- 
quence of the above permiſſion, the tranſlation of it is as 
follows:“ Chimnajee formerly went from this, and will 
“ inform you of all the particulars of peace and friend- 

* ſhip betwixt you and the Engliſh: in 18 days 

*© will be eſtabliſhed between you and the Engliſh, and if 
« any deviation ſhould take place in what has been ſettled, 
4. will join with you. Dated Badoon Sood Khyaſs, 
* 36-2 B « Sumbet 
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« Sumbet. 1838.“ This letter was written, he ſaid, to 
prevent the Marattas from breaking up the conference : 
he maintained that he had executed no other engagement 
whatever, and deſired that if Sindia alledged the contrary, 
he might be required to produce it, 

Having obtained fo little inſight into the real conduct 
of. the Ranah through this channel, I reſolved to try what 
1 could procure through the means of the Marattas; and 
| was the more inclined to make an inquiry of this kind, 
becauſe I muſt in the end decline any interference in their 
diſputes; and as this muſt appear a conceſſion to them, I 
was defirous that it ſhould not be conſidered as the effect 
of a temporary policy, or of too eaſy a diſpoſition in us, 
but as the reſult of well-grounded Calpicions, or perhaps a 
clear detection of the perfidy of our late ally, which no 
longer made it neceſſary for us to aſſert his rights. | 

Accotdingly, when I received Sindia's Meſlage, I re- 
plied, that the diſputes which were going on between him 
and the Ranah could not have eſcaped my ears; but that 1 
had hitherto paid no attention to them, and might never 
have appeared to know any thing of them, if he had not 
firſt broached the ſubject. That conſidering the Ranah as 
one who was connected in alliance with the Company, it 
might have been my duty to aſſert his rights, according to 
the treaty of Colonel Muir, but that ſome ſuſpicions which 
were entertained of his faith had induced me to remain 
filent ; that ſuſpicions alone, however, could not be op- 
poſed to ſolemn treaties; and as theſe ſuſpicions were found- 
ed on tranſactions ſaid to have paſſed betwixt the Marattas 
previous to the treaty of Colonel Muir, they only could 
know with certainty how far they were juſt or not; and 
that I wiſhed cy th that they would ſhew me ſome au- 
thentic proofs of the Ranah's treachery towards the Eng- 
liſh Government, before I returned any anfwer to Scindia's 
meſſage. 

In the courſe of the two following days Bow Buckſey 
informed me, by deſire of Sindia, that previous to our de- 
livering over the fort of Gualier, a treaty was in agitation 
betwixt him and the Ranah, through the means of Gun- 
gudir, but that the negociation was afterwards broken off — 
that ſome months before the date of Colonel Muir's treaty, 
Chimnajie and Germajee were ſent to the Ranah, and a 
ſecond negociation took place. The Ranah drew ont and 
ſent a form of an engagement, which he wiſhed to obtain 
for his own ſatisfaction and ſecurity, and verbally promiſed, 
that if Sindia would return it to him executed, he would 
diſtreſs the Engliſh detachment, by cutting off their ſup- 
plies: of grain, and give them every: moleſtation' in his 
power in their march back towards the ſumna. That 

i 3 / Sindia 
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Sindia accordingly ſent to the Ranah a paper under his 
ſeal and ſignature, in which the articles, as propoſed by 
the Ranah, were (tranſcribed, and under each of them 
Mort ſentences were written, either marking his approba- 
tion, or expreſſing the alterations or conditions which he 
thought neceſſary; and that ſoon after the negociation took 
place with Colonel Muir. . | 

It appeared from this repreſentation, that no agreement 
whatever had been executed by the Ranah; and, on my 
expreſſing my ſurprize at the ſeeming inconſiſtency of this 
circumitance, it was obſerved, that the articles of agree- 
ment were all in favour of the Ranah; and that Sindia'be- 
ing much ſuperior to the Ranah, and requiring nothing 
from him, did not think it neceſſary to exact any writing. 
The only proof which Bow Buckſey could bring me of the 
reality of the agreement, were, | 

1ſt. A paper not ſigned or ſealed, but ſaid to be the 
original paper of articles ſent by the Ranah; a tranſlation 
of theſe articles, and the anſwers, accompanies this letter. 
It correſponds with the paper ' formerly ſent by Colonel 
Muir in every thing but the arrangement of the articles 
and anſwers; a difference which may eaſily be accounted 
for, from the croſs manner in which it was written. 

2d. An original letter from the Ranah to Bow Buckſey, 
dated Cuttach Suddajeh, in which he complains of the 
Bow for entering the diſtrict of Cutchwagar, contrary'to 
the agreement which had paſſed betwixt him and Sindia, 
through the mediation of Sewagee Ectul. AA 5 

Theſe were all the written proofs that the Marattas 
could produce to me. They alledged, that the nature of 
the agreement, which was executed only on one fide, could 
not admit of more; and that a conſiderable difficulty 
had ariſen in clearing up the matter by circumſtantial evi- 
dence, as the negociation had been managed by Sewajee 
Ectul, and the ſervants Chimnajee and Girmajee, who had, 
ſince eſpouſed the Ranah's cauſe, and were on that account 
at ſome degree of variance with Sindia, Though theſe 
proofs fall ſhort of what have been expected, I have ſcarcely 
a doubt in'my own mind that a negociation took place be- 
tween the Ranah and the Marattas previous to the treaty 
of Colonel Muir; and I even believe, that he received a 
ſeparate agreement from Sindia, though it is plain that a 
counterpart was not executed by him. It ſeems proba- 
ble that Sindia's diſtreſſes led him haſtily to grant this 
agreement; and that a proſpect opening ſoon after of a 
peace with the Colonel, he entered as haſtily into it, with- 
out concluding effeCtually his meaſures with the Ranah, 
fatisfied perhaps with a, fe tl letter, which the Ranah 
1 
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dimſelf acknowledges to have written to him, and which is 
quoted in the courſe of this addreſs. | 
The Ranah has indirectly alledged, though I know not 
with what ſincerity, that on my requiſition he would de- 
liver up the forts of Lukar, &c. and ſettle the revenues 
of Binde. If ſach a requiſition were made, he might claim 
our interference in ſettling all his diſputes. - If the Ranah 
was ſincerely ,deſixous of tulfilling this part of the treaty, 
he is doubtleſs informed of the articles, and might do it of 
hunſelf without any requiſition, but I believe he has made 
no. ſuch p ils to the Marattas; and though ſome of 
their pretenſions are ill- founded, yet, whilſt the Ranah 
maintains. poſſeſſion of the forts, they have a juſt right to 
uſe hoſtile meaſures againſt him: accordingly to the late 
treaty, the Ranah may deſerve to ſuffer tor his conduct 
towards us, yet in a political light, as his territories form 
a ſtrong barrier to our own, it feems not our intereſt that 
he ſhould he entirely deſtroyed, but this is an event of 
which he appears to have no apprehenſion: except from the 
interference of the Engliſh, his territories may be over- 
run and laid wafte by ſuperior numbers, but ſecure in his 
forts, he may bid debance to the whole force of, the Ma- 
ratta's empire for a period of years, and whenever neceſſity 
compels them to withdraw their armies, he may eaſily re- 
cover all the country. The Marattas themſelves, 
though they affect a high language, and have even ſent * 
for ſome battering cannon from the fort of Belſah, are, 
I believe fully ſenſible of their inability to reduce the 
Ranah, or make a permanent conqueſt of any part of his 
territories: both are apprehenſive of the wie Los. of the 
Engliſh, and both gave out that they expected our aid. 
There is nothing ſo arduous which they think may not be 
atchieved by us; and it was. recommended to Sindia, by 
ſome of his counſellors, to aſk our aſſiſtance in the re- 
duction of Gualier, but no propofition of this kind has 
been as, yet made to me. | 
. The anſwers which I have given are ſuch as leave us 
in a perfect ſtate of neutrality. To the Ranah I have 
declined. interfering in his behalf, becauſe I have no au- 
thority from you; and becauſe, from apparent circumſtan- 
ces, his diſputes with the Marattas are grounded on agree- 
ments with them foreign to the treaty with Colonel Muir: 
and to Sindia I have declined giving any advice, becauſe, 
though he has afforded grounds to {aſpett that the Ranah 
has acted improperly towards us, yet the proofs he has 
produced are not ſuch as could juſtify me in taking a de- 
eided line without the orders eb eny — and in the 


mean time, I have declared to both, that I muſt leaye them 
V beiile their difpures betwixt ibemſelves.

The fiege of the ſmall mud 
fort of Chemuch has ſince been the only military object 
of Scindia's attention; it has held out a whole week, and 
may ſtiH hold out ſome days; and there is in fight of it 
eight or ten forts, all of them infinitely ſtronger ; ſo that 
if Scindia does not alter his plan of operations, his progreſs 
is likely to be but very flow; in the mean time the Pin- 
darries are ſpreading deſolation all around us. | 


Dear Sir, Noonkeſeray, 13th Feb. 1782.

ceſſary. Some overtures I know were lately made to him 
by a banker, named Pittumber Daſs,” which, though they 
paſſed through ſeveral channels, were in fact from Scindia. 
But the terms propoſed were ſaid to be ſuch, as I am con- 
videed the Ranah would not agree to.— In the mean time 
Scindia continues to carry on the ſiege of Salbey, though 
with little proſpect of immediate ſucceſs.

The Pattele's returned to me this morning 
he (aid, that his maſter was under great embarraſſment with 
reſpect to the Ranah; that he was extremely deſirous of 
moving towards Poonah; but that he could not leave mat- 
ters in their preſent ſtate, neither did he ſee any proſpect of 
bringing them to a ſpeedy concluſion ; for if he were to in- 
veſt Ghode, a very long time would be neceflary to reduce 
it. The Patele deſired him therefore to mention his diffi- 
culties to me; and he heped that our interference would 
bring the Ranah to reaſon. He was extremely anxious to 
recover Gaulear, and th wipe away the diſgrace which 
the Marattas had incurred from the loſs of'it ; and that as 
we had now their honour at heart, he haped we would enter 
into their views. He would conſent to give the Ranah in- 
exchange a diſtrict of three or four lacks of rupees, or any 
other compenſation which he might dictate. He did not 
doubt, he ſaid, but the Ranah would ſubmit to whatever we 
might preſcribe; but if he did not, he koped we would

It now became neceſſary to anſwer ſeriouſly, I deſired 
the meſſenger to inform the Patele, that at the time when 
he commenced hoſtilities againſt the Ranah, and he laid be- 
fore me ſome proofs of the Ranah's perfidy towards our 
GCbvernment, I had declared I would not interfere in their 
diſputes ; that I had then communicated all theſe circum- 
ſtances to you, and-you had approved of my conduct; that 
1 had ſince received no other inſtructions to ſerve for my 

idance, and I had therefore uniformly perſevered in the 
Jame line of conduct, although ſeveral applications had 
been made to me by the Ranah. I remarked to the meſſen- 
ger, that I had once promiſed to the Patele, that on every 
matter, in which the affairs of our Government and his were 
anywiſe connected, if I was unacquainted with your ſenti- 
ments I would freely communicate to him my own, ſo that 
he might partly judge of the expediency of purſuing, or af 
dropping his deſigus; and I ſaid, that I would not hefitate 
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to perform my promiſe on the preſent occaſion. I obſerved, 
that although the Ranah had little merited any regard from 
us, and the Patele had deſerved every proof of attachment 
that we could poſſibly ſhew him, yet in the preſent inſtance 
J did not think the Engliſh Government could with pro- 
priety authorize me to change the line of conduct which 1 
had adopted. With what juſtice-could we, in the , courſe 
of our mediation, propoſe to the Ranah that he ſhould re- 
ſtore Gualear ? Might he not tell us, that we had guaran- 
teed it to him in our own treaty of alliance, and that Scin- 
dia himſelf had joined with us in confirming it to him by 
the treaty of Colonel Muir? If we were to ſay, that he 
had forfeited our guarantee by his treachery, he would pro- 
bably reply, that he had entered into no actual 2908 
to our prejudice; and that, admitting his conduct to have 
been culpable, whatever he had done had happened previous 
to Colonel Muir's treaty, and being known to that gentle- 
man at the time when the treaty was concluded, was there- 
fore virtually forgiven, or at leaſt ought not to invalidate 
any of the fipulations contained in that treaty. I ob- 
ſerved therefore to the meſſenger, that I did not think the 
Ranah would accede to a propoſition which, coming from 
us, would appear fo unjuſt ; and in that event, what were 
we todo? His conduct to us had certainly been ſuch as 
did not entitle him to our interference to prevent the pu- 
niſnment which he had lately met with; but I doubted 
whether, with the arguments which the Ranah could ad- 
duce, we ſhould be juſtifiable in taking a hoſtile part 
againſt him. I concluded with repeating that theſe were 
only my own private ſentiments, that the Patele might

To the arguments which I uſed with the Patele's meſ- 
ſenger, I might have added, that I did not think the Engliſh 
troops, even united with the Marattas, could again reduce 
Gualear with the ſame facility as formerly; but as the Pa- 
tele thinks otherwiſe, I would not diminiſh the high opi- 
nion which I with pleafure obſerve is entertained by him 
and every Maratta of the irreſiſtable military abilities of 
the Engliſh in fieges, as well as in the operation of the field. 
In point of policy I believe it ought not to be our wiſh 
that the Marattas ſhould ever recover the fortreſs of Gua- 
lear.

The Pinda- 
ries were for ſome time allowed to ravage the territories of 
the Rajah of Badouria. A conſiderable detachment is ad- 
vaneed as far as Mabgawan, and the main body, it is ſaid, is

Ber operations is apparezly to dezach the Rajah of Badov-

Nothing however 
has happened, except a few ſkirmiſhes with Scindia' forag- 
ing parties of horſe, in which, although the Ranah's troops 
have generally had the ſuperiority; yet, being entirely 
compoſed of foot, they have never been able to purſue their 
advantage to any effect. Every idea of oppoſition in the 
field ſeems now at an end, Moſt of the Ranah's tributa- 
ries, finding that their maſter was unable to protect them 
from the ravages of the Marattas, have made their terms 
with Scindia, and the Ranah himſelf has retired in Gwa- 
iar, and left the defence of Gohud to his Dewan and Mr.

If I ſhould hereafter learn any particulars tending either to 
confirm or invalidate this report, I will not fail to commu- 
nicate them to you. | 

This army is very large, but is in fact far from ſtrong. 
The number of Pindaries and diſorderly followers exceed 
in a great proportion the number of ſoldiers. It is-at pre- 
ſent very ill ſupplied with ammunition, and all kinds of 
warlike ſtores, and, upon the whole, it is rather adapted ta 
the purpoſes of harraſſing and devaſtation, than calculated 
to oppoſe regular troops in the field. 

If I may venture to form any opinion regarding his pre- 
ſent plan of operations, I ſhould imagine that it is his in- 
tention to employ. himſelf in the reduction of ſome ſmall 
forts in the diſtricts round Ghode, until the arrival of the 
guns I have before mentioned, and alſo of ſome ſupplies of 
powder that are ſaid to be expected from Shanſey and Cot- 
tabundy ; after which I think he will probably undertake 
the ſiege of Ghode; and if it is properly defended, it will 
doubtleſs employ him for ſome months.

Bhow Buckſey yeſterday brought me a meſſage from Ma- 
hajee Scindia, requeſting that I would apply to you to aſſiſt 
him in bringing the war againſt the Ranah to a concluſion. 
He deſires that I will repreſent to you the preſent ſtate of 
affairs: That he has reduced the greateſt part of the Ra- 
nab's country, but that Ghode and Gwaliar ftill hold _ 
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He wiſhes, therefore, to be aſſiſted by three or four of our 
battalions, ſo that he may not be too long detained from 
purſuing the plans which he has in agitation in the Dec - 
can,—[In caſe this is granted, he ſays, that on the reduction 
of theſe two places he will pay to the Company the amount 
which is due from the Ranah ; and he wiſhes, for this pur- 
Poſe, that you will ſend the accounts of the Company's 
claim, and authorize me to ſettle it. 5" 
I have ſtated this requeſt, becauſe I could not well avoid 
it. I have diſcouraged it, however, to the utmoſt of my 
power; and indeed I have plainly told Scindia that I ſhould 
repreſent it to you, ſince he had defired me, but that J had 
no expectation of your prong it, The letters which I 
had the honour to addreſs to you in June laſt will give you 
a general idea of the arguments which paſſed on this occa- 
ſion. As to our claim againft the Ranah, I have aſſured 
him that it will have very little weight in your reſolutions 
on this ſubject. If I could imagine that Lindia was ſeri- 
ouſly deſirous of proceeding to the Deccan, or if I could 
perceive any appearance of moderation in his views regard- 
ing the Ranah, I might regret the delays which he is likely 
to meet with in this quarter, and might. wiſh to have ſome 
powers to endeavour to bring matters to a concluſion, by 
mediating an accommodation betwixt them. But I am 
very doubtful of Scindia's real intentions. I believe they

. Yeſterday in the middle of the night, Mootamull, the 
Rotewal of Gualeor, ſent a man with the following meſ- 
ſage to Maho Row, Dewan at Badillghuna, that he and 
Rajah Gooroo were the ſame heart and ſoul, without the 
leaſt diſtinction; that accordingly, by their mutual deter- 
mination, Rajee Goroo was ſent, whom it would be pro- 
per to introduce to the Maha Rajee, and having con- 
formably to their offers firmly ſettled the negociation, 
fend ſpeedy intelligence, that no delays or procraſtinations 
ought to be made, becauſe they have to this time faithfully 
ſerved Raga Ramah Chutter Sing, and were now deſirous 
of attaching themſelyes to the ſervice of Pectul Sahab ; 
but let the matter be ſtrongly ſettled, that in future no 
deviation ſhould happen. The ſaid Dewan, agreeably to

The reſt of the 
Maha Rajah's army ſurrounded the fort on all ſides, and 
the pioneers quietly threw up defences. The ſepays crept 
into the fort like ants or locuſts, and having diſcharged 
their pieces, prepared to maintain themſelves, The Kellha- 
dar Rajedhun and Rowany Dofs came alfo with their 
forces, and begun the attack ; the people of the fort were 
obliged at laſt to give way, and the people of the Maha 
Raja, by the bleſſing of God, and the Maha Raja's good 
fortune, got poſſeſſion of the fort by the way of Oorwagee, 
and Doordapour, and Battillghurr, and . advancing to the 
market place of the fort, began ——— their cannon 
and rockets, &c. they then drew their 

ſuch uſe of them, as to cauſe a riyer of -blogg;* Wege 
the Kellahdar, and Rowany Daſs, and Boozhwn Sig, "the

Since I had laſt the honour to, addreſs you, under datę 
the 15th, ſome circumſtances have occurred which ſeem to 
threaten a ſpeedy deſtruction to the affairs of the Raunah, 
Two days ago a body of his ſepoys, reported to amount to 
200 men, found means to deſert with their arms to Scin- 
dia; and they were accompanied by. an Italian of the 
name of Miguel, to whom the Raunah had entruſted the 
command of one of his battalions. . Soon after a perſon 
named Rurren, a confidential friend, and relation of the 


Raunah, came to Scindia to treat with him for terms. 


He propoſed, I underſtand, that the Raunah ſhould in a 
few days have a meeting with Scindia on the plain, and 
ſurrender Ghohud to him, on condition of Scindia's per- 
mitting him to retire to the Donab; and it is ſaid that he 
accompanied this propoſition with a declaration on his own 
part that if the Raunah hereafter ſhould attempt to prac- 
tiſe any evaſion, he and the other Chiefs belonging to him 
would immediately quit him, and throw themſelves under 
the protection of Sia, Fa Sie 

In conſequence of this event, the whole camp are now 
filled with expectations of a ſpeedy. period being put to 


their labours. I find it difficult to form any opinion how 


far theſe expectations are likely to be anſwered. There 
is every reaſon to think, that if the Raunah has really 


authorized ſuch a propoſal to be made in his behalf, he is not 


ſerious ; but there is equal reaſon to imagine, that the cla- 
mours of his followers, who feel not the ſame intereſt in 


the prolongation of the conteſt, will at length compel him 


to ſubmit. Indeed the preſent defection is reported to 
have ariſen from a circumſtance, to which the general cha-

Phe Raunah has at length ſubmitted to Scindia. Laſt 
night he deputed a confidential perſon to inform him, that 
agreeably to the promiſe he had made he would this day 
meet him on the plain. Scindia accordingly made the ne- 
ceſſary preparations; and having at noon ſent two of his 
principal officers to conduct him, he went himſelf, about 
two o'clock, to a ſhort diſtance from Ghode, where the 
Raunah ſoon after came on horſeback, attended by Mr, 
Sangſter and a few horſemen. He delivered a nurzer, and 
kane oat a pair of piſtols to Scindia, who received them 
with great reſpect, putting them to his breaſt, and after a 
few common-place compliments, they ſeparated, Scindia 
returning home, and the Raunah being conducted to ſome 
tents that were pitched, on his account, in the encamp- 
ment. It is ſettled, I underſtand, that a reſpite of a few 
days ſhall be granted before he is required to make a formal 
ſurrender of Ghode, that proper ſteps may be taken in the 
interval to prevent the pillage of the place. I do_not hear 
of any conditions that Scindia has entered into regarding 
him. His intentions of granting him a jaghire of two or 
three lacks annually, had often, it is ſaid, been declared to 
the Raunah, in caſe of his ſurrender ; but if, as | imagine, 
he has obtained no formal engagement to this effect, he may 
poſſihly be conſidered to have forfeited his right to a claim

ſoon after, and informed me, that Scindia, after dwelling for

He con- 
cluded by obſerving, that as there was nothing he was 
more ſolicitous to preſerve than the good opinion of the 
Engliſh, and as he was apprehenſive leſt the ſubſequent 
conduct he might be compelled to adopt with reſpect to the 
Raunah might be repreſented to me through a falſe me- 
dium, he Tefired that theſe circumſtances might be ex- 
plained to me; adding his wiſh that I would give him my 
opinion on this matter, for which purpoſe, as it was then 
late, he would defire Appa Tanteah, an agent of Bow 
Buxſey, to attend me in the morning. 

Appagee Tanteah having accordingly evinced to me this 
morning, I informed him that I was extremely obliged to 
Scindia for the communication he had laſt night been 
pleaſed to make to me; and that I conſidered it as a freſh 
proof of his friendſhip to the Engliſh. I aſſured him 
that our Government, having the moſt perfe confidence 
in his good faith, would not haſtily adopt any opinion to 
his prejudice; but as they were no ways concerned in this 
affair, being a queſtion that related ſolely to his own Go- 
vernment, F did not think myſelf competent to give any 
opinion on the conduct he ſhould purſue. I oblerved to 
Appa Tauleah however, merely in a private manner from 
myſelf, that I hoped Scindia, after giving ſo public an aſ- 
ſurance of ſafety to the Rauna, would not haſtily adopt 
any conduct apparently incompatible with it, however

It is with real concern that I now tranſmit you a me- 
morial or proteſt relative to the Rana of Gohud; his con- 
duct, your orders, and the neceſſities of my charge, have at 
length rendered the meaſure unavoidable, But to leave this 
miſguided Chief no juſt cauſe whatever of crimination, and- 
to conyince him in the moſt pointed manner of the delicacy 
and reluctance with which I proceed on this critical occa- 
fion, I directed the accompanying letter to be difpatched 
with the memorial. His behaviour, notwithſtanding his 
frequent declarations and profeſſions fubſequent to the ſur-

Having lately conſidered with a good deal of attention 
the preſent mode of collecting the revenues, and obſerving 
many imperfections in it, which I thought required imme- 
diate remedy; I conſulted ſome of the moſt experienced of 
the Company's ſervants in that line, with reſpect to the 
adoption of ſuch a ſyſtem as ſhould be leaſt liable to the 
objections, which in the preſent one are as evident as they 
are. univerſally acknowledged. | 

Amongſt all the gentlemen whom I have conſulted on 
this occaſion, I ſcarcely found one who was not clearly 
and decidedly of opinion, that the plan of employing 
Company's 1 in all the diſtricts, was the beſt (as 
had been proved by experience) that could be adopted; 
and I could wiſh the Board to conſider, whether it would 


not be proper to revert to that ſyſtem ; it has always met 


with my warmeſt approbation, and ſo fully convinced am 
Jof the preference which ought to be given to it above all 
others, that did the queſtion reſt ſingly with me to decide 
upon, I ſhould not heſitate a moment 1n adopting it. 

The only objection which appears to deſerve notice is, 


the danger to be apprehended from a change of ſyſtem ; 


on which ſubject much has been ſaid, and no doubt with 
ſome juſtice, if applied to caſes which do not abſolutely 
require alteration ; and if the change ſhould be made im- 


prudently, or at an improper period of the year. But at 


preſent none of theſe objections can be urs I am not 
fingular in my opinion of the neceflity of a change. The

Plan for collecting the Revenue, by Mr. Stewart, April 1785, 


As the period for the new ſettlement of the revenues for 
the enſuing year is now near at hand, and as experience has 
clearly ſhewn that the preſent ſyſtem is in many parts very 
defect ive; I think that the Board ought immediately to 
take the ſubject into conſideration, that proper meaſures 
may be adopted for removing the evils which now exiſt, as 
well as to prevent ſimilar inconveniences in time to come. 

The avowed principle of the preſent ſyſtem is to render, 
—_— as poſſible, the mode of paying the revenues di- 
rect at the Preſidency, and thereby totally to aboliſh the 
intermediate agency between government and the zemin- 
dars, which was faid to be productive of oppreffion and 
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extortion. This argument, at firſt fight, carries Tome - 
weight with it; becauſe it is to be ſuppoſed, that the fewer 
ents there are employed in remitting the revenues to the 
ſa, fo much leſs will be the expences of the zemin+ 
dars; but on a cloſer examination of this point, it will he 
found, that the fact is the very reverſe; for the zemindars, 
being at a diſtance from the ſeat of government, and there- 
fore unable to make their repreſenfations in perſon, are 
obliged to employ a number of vakeels to tranſact their bu- 
ſineſs, and theſe vakeels being gained over to the intereſts _ 
of the native officers (whoſe undue influence will fobmit-to 
no check but the intermediate interpoſition of the members 
of government) are eaſily led to betray their maſters, and 
by working upon their hopes and fears, to bring them to 
any terms they may pleaſe to impoſe. nette: 
It it de alledged in favour of the preſent ſyſtem, that the 
land revenue has been increaſed, I will admit that it is now 
greater than when the laſt change took place, th not 
more than it was in the time of the collectors; but I can- 
not allow that this increaſe has tended to the good of the 
public, ſeeing that the actual receipts into the treaſury are 
greatly leſs than they were twelve 2 ago, under the 
operation of a very different ſyſtem from the preſent, and 
one which has always been conſidered by me as the beſt that 
can be adopted.

From the above comparative view of the neat collections ; 
for twelye years paſt, I think it muſt be allowed that go- 
h 7 „ 2 y , yern m ent 
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vernment benefited more by the former ſyſtem of employs 
ing collectors than they do by the preſent one, wherein the 
native officers are permitted to have more influence than 
they had at any former period; and I believe there is little 
doubt but that the diſtricts were heretofore in a much more 
flouriſhing ſtate than they are in at preſent. 1 

Convinced as I am 4 the propriety of the meaſure of 
employing Company's ſervants in the management of the 
revenues, I- am yet of opinion that many improvements 
may be made on the former ſyſtem of collectors, and con- 
trived to coincide pretty nearly with the intentions of the 
legiſlature, as expreſſed in the late act of parliament in 
favour of the native hereditary zemindars and landholders. 
The rights and privileges of all who came under this de- 
ſcription were, by the former ſyſtem of collectors, totally 
annulled, and inveſted in the hands of Company's ſervants, 
whole buſineſs it was to make the Muffuſſil ſett t, por · 
tion out the lands in farm, and collect the revenue. Thus 
the zemindars and their dependants being deprived of all their 
native rights, they, inſtead of affording their aſſiſtance to 
the officers of the Company, exerted their utmoſt endea- 
vours to throw impediments in the way of the collections, in 
hopes ef driving government to the neceſſity of employing 
them in the ſame manner as before; this was an evil pro- 
ductive of many inconyeniencies, and will be rectiſied by 
the plan which | wiſh to propoſe. |... | $152 
Every zemindar who is not totally incapable, ſhould be 
intruſted with the interior management of his own coun» 
try, at a moderate aſſeſſment, which ſhould on no account 
be raiſed upon him. So circumſtanced, it would become 

| his immediate intereſt to make the welfare and happineſs of 
' his ryots the firſt object of his attention, and would, I am 
convinced, in a very ſhort time, be the means of reſtoring 
theſe provinces to their former flouriſhing ſtate. In caſes 
where the zemindar is a minor, or a woman, or where there 
are ſufficient reaſons to juſtify the exception, the lands may 
either be given in charge to a near relation ot the zemin- 
dar's, or to one of the old ſervants of the zemindary, on 
whole fidelity and good management government can de- 
pend.—In either caſe the perſon in charge ſhould be reſpon- 
ſible in his private fortune for the due payment of the re- 
venue. 

In all the diſtricts without exception, a Company's ſer- 
vant ſhould be ſtationed, for the purpoſe, of receiving the 
rents as they become due, and for preventing opprethons 
being committed by the zemindars and their dependants, as 

alſo for the adminiftration of juſtice, as will hereafter be 
more particularly mentioned. TIO ROS oe. 
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Theſe gentlemen ſuperintendants ought to have hand- 
ſome ſalaries annexed to their appointments, and thereby 
be placed above every temptation that might lead to an in- 
fringement or a neglect of their duty. The oath ditected by 
the late act of parliament ſhould be adminiſtered to them, 
and the {lighteſt inſtance of delinquency ſhould be puniſhed 
in the moſt exemplary manner. I have a better opinion of 
the ſervice, than to ſuppoſe that any of its members would 
ever merit ſuch a puniſhment ; but if any perſon ſhould @ 
far forget his own honour and reputation, as to draw upon 
himſeif the juſt reſentment of government, I hope, for the 
ſake of the ſervice, that no motives of lenity or partialit 
| would: be ſuffered to ſcreen him from the fate he would FA 
juſtly deſerve. | 
B.— With reſpect to the rate of aſſeſſment, I do not think 
that a better medium can be adopted on a general plan, than 
that which was fixed by the Board, in conſequence of the 
orders of the Court of Directors, dated the 5th February 
1777; viz. the average of the collections of the Bengal 
ears 1180, 81 and 82. From the beſt information I have 
n able to obtain, this was conſidered a very equitable 
jumma: it ought not certainly to be lower; and many diſ- 
tricts may, from particular circumſtances of indulgence in 
thoſe years, be able to afford an increaſe upon their average 
collections? But it will be moſt proper, I believe, to give 
a diſcretionary power on this head to the gentlemen who 
are to make the ſettlements with the zemindars, which, 
for the firſt year may be tried only as an experiment until 
we receive the orders of the Court of Directors upon the 
39th clauſe of the late act of parliament; but after that, it 
will be proper to fix the jumma unalterably during the life 
time of the zemindar. And when this determination of 
government comes to be known and depended upon, it is 
not to be doubted but, through the means of the gentle- 
men ſtationed in the diſtricts, the revenue will always be 
completely paid up at the fixed periods. C. In order 
however the better to ſecure the regular payment of the 
kiſts, I think the ſuperintendant ſhould b> inveſted with a 
diſcretionary power of putting up to public ſale a portion 
of the zemindar's lands, in a certain number of days (for 
inſtance ten) after each kiſt became due, unleſs it were re- 
8 paid; and in order to prevent the pernicious prac- 
tice of colluſive ſales, the purchaſer ſhould not be put into 
poſſeſſion until one month after the ſale, during which time 
the zemindar might make his appeal to the Supreme Coun- 
eil. The Board, on hearing his reaſons for not paying 
his kiſt at the ſtated time, might then, if thoſe reaſons 
were judged ſatisfactory, order the land to be reſtored to

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of his diſappointment. This mode, I am convinced, 
would tend more effectually to prevent balances, than any 
that has ever yet been adopted; and as it ſhould be in- 


ſerted in the zemindar's cabooleat, he would be forewarned 


of what he was to expect from a breach of his engage- 
ments, and could not therefore have any juſt cauſe of com- 
plaint. But indeed, I believe that it would ſeldom or 
never become neceſſary for the ſuperintendants to carry 
this power into execution; for when the zemindars ſaw + 
that government were determined to adhere to the meafure 


of ſelling their lands, they would moſt undoubtedly fall 


into a regular ſyſtem of paying thor kiſts as they became 
due, excepting indeed where their diſtrifts were ruined by 
Jome dreadful calamity, in which caſe the fact would be 
notorious that the collector would be juſtified in diſpenſing 
with his uſual rigour.

I have already ſaid, that the adminiſtration of juſtice 
ought to be placed in the hands of the ſuperintendants; 
and experience has ſhewn us the propriety, of this mea- 


ſure. When the preſent ſyſtem of the adauluts was firſt 


thought of, government was fully aware of the difficulties 
that would ariſe from the claſhing of the authority of the 
judges and of the officers of the revenue, and in drawing 
the line between them, every precaution was taken to pre- 
vent the bad conſequences that might reſult from it; all 
precautions however were vain, the evil exiſted in the dif- 
union of the two anthorities, and without again unitin 
them in the ſame perſon it became evident that one muſt 
be made a ſacrifice of to the other. 

The next conſideration then was, how this ſacrifice was 
to be made with leaſt detriment to the public intereſt; and 
it was in conſequence determined, that during the months 
of the heavy collections, the adminiſtration of juſtice 
ſhould be ſuſpended altogether, which was accordingly 
done. The judges therefore do not at preſent ſit above ſe- 
ven months in the year, a period by no means ſufficient to 
enable them to keep up their buſineſs. In addition to the 
above arguments it is to be obſerved, that the adauluts on 
the preſent ſyſtem are attended with a very great expence, 
moſt of which will be ſaved by reſtoring the adminiſtra- 
tion of juſtice to the hands wherein it ought to be lodged. 
This reduction amongſt many others, will enable govern- 
ment without any additional expence, to allot to the ſuper- 
intendants the ſalaries already propoſed. | ov

It may not be improper here to remark, that at the time 
of the appointment of the Committee of revenne, it was the 
declared intention of the Government to recall all the col- 
lectors from the diſtricts; but as not only a great number 
of them have been continued in their ſtations, but many 
more ſince appointed, it is evident that the fyſtem of con- 
fining the management of the revenues to the Committee 
alone has been found impracticable, and conſequently a 


double expence has been incurred by Government. I here- 


with beg leave to ſubmit to the Board, a liſt of the dif- 


ferent ſtations of the ſuperintendants, ſhewing the names 


of the gentlemen at preſent employed, and leaving blanks 
for the new appointments to be filled up by the Board. 

As I think that no means ſhould be left untried tg incite 
the ſuperintendants to give their whole attention to the re- 
alizing of the revenue, I farther propofe, that they be per- 
mitted to draw their fixed ſalaries only, as above tated, for 
the purpoſes of. defraying their cutrent expences; and that 
they be not entitled to their commiſſion until the cloſe of 
the year, when the Board will paſs judgment upon their 
conduct reſpectively; and if it thall have been ſuch as to 
merit approbation, they will then receive the thanks of 
the Board for their ſervices, and at the ſame time an or- 
der for the full amount of their commiſſion, which in ſuch 
caſe ſhould be paid immediately from the Treaſury. 

On examining the revenue accounts I find that, of the 
preſent collectors ſome have regularly realized their re- 
venue, whilſt others have fallen conſiderably in balance. 1 
do not mean at preſent to inquire whether thoſe gentlemen 
in the latter predicament have deſerved the Bound cenfure, 
or not; becauſe, as few or none of them were permitted to 
make their own ſettlements, it may be alledged, that the 
were neither fo much intereſted in realizing them, nor ſo 
well informed with reſpect to the circumſtances of the ze- 
mindars and other landholders, as if they had themſelves fet- 
tled the amount of the revenues. But in order that neither 


this plea, nor any other, may be made uſe of in future by the 


fuperintendants, I at clearly of opinion, that the making

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left entirely to them F. They need not be abſolutel 
confined to the rate of aſſeſſment mentioned in the fi

dants with the power mentioned in this clauſe; and unleſs 
a a meaſure of a ſimilar nature ſhall be adopted, I ſhall never 
expect to ſee the revenues completely and regularly re- 
alized. The zemindar ought not in reaſon to have any 
abjections to this clauſe: the amount of his annual re- 
venue, as well as the amount of his monthly payments, 
are ſettled with his concurrence, according to the reſources 
of his country: he voluntarily enters into the moſt poſi- 
tive and unequivocal enagements to pay a certain ſum every 
month, and this he is enabled to do by a previous know- 
ledge of his periodical receipts: Why then ſhould he be 
excuſed from a ſtrict performance of theſe engagements ? 
If he means to comply with them, he will readily give 
Government a ſecurity ſo reaſonable and ſo little expenſive 
as the one here propoſed : if his intentions are bad, they 
will be ſeen, and can be guarded againſt accordingly.

Before I propoſed theſe allowances, I confidered, atten- 
tively and deliberately, the various. circumſtances of the 
Company's ſervice; and ſhould not have ventured to decide 
upon a matter of ſo much importance, had I not been firmly 
convinced that the meaſure was not only conſonant to the 
ſoundeſt policy, but ſtrictly conformable to the principles 
of juſtice, allowances hitherto drawn by the gentle» 
men employed in the collection and management of the re- 
venue (excepting by thoſe at the head 4 the department) 
have never amounted to more than a bare ſubſiſtence, and 
in moſt places have not been equal to the unavoidable ex- 
pences of the ſtation. So circumſtanced, it was fearcely

I have canſidered fully, and with the moſt liberal atten- 
tion, the new ſyſtem which Mr. Stuart has propoſed for 
the collection and control of the revenues, and which hag 
been, recorded on our laſt conſultations in this department, 
It would be a real ſatisfaction to me, to concur with Mr, 
Stuart in the propoſitions which he wiſhes the Board to 
adopt : a readineſs to co-operate with my colleagues in 
every improvement which they may ſu in the general 


conduct or detail of public affairs, is, in my opinion, as 


deſirable a claim to approbation in my preſent ſituation, as 
the credit of introducing new plans. The object before us; 


as members of this government, is no leſs great than the 
merit of attaining it muſt be an equal credit to us all. 
That object is, in the firſt view of it, the immediate relief 
of the public diſtreſs, founded wo a permanency of 0 


tem in the great political line of our management. 
retain of, our expences to the loweſt ſtandard of ſafety, 
js the next conſideration: and the improvement of. our re- 
venues, on a ſyſtem of permanent production, with eaſe 
and convenience to the natives, is certainly a principal part 
of our public object; it might juſtly be called the primary 
uty of this government; in this light I have always con- 
idered it; ad” Hom the time I became à member of the 
government, I have endeavoured to inform myſelf fully 
and minutely upon the ſubject of the revenues: I have 
looked, as far as our records could dire& me, to the diffe- 
rent modes of collecting, and adminiſtering the revenues; 
and I have attended particularly to the great changes which 


our revenue ſyſtem has occaſionally undergone from the 


period of the Dewanny. The diſcuſſion which'took place, 
on this important concern, between the late Governor 
General and Mr. Francis, form the moſt intereſting and 
enlightened part of eur records: they patronized different 
and oppoſite ſyſtems; and ſupported them reſpectively, not 
only with their own extraordinary abilities, but with the 
aid of the beſt information from the moſt experienced ſer- 
vants that ever were employed by the Company in the re- 
venue line. From ſome of theſe feryants I obtained me- 


MAials, containing their impartial ſentiments, founded 
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upon long and real experience, and ſuggeſting to ine, the 
beſt plans for realizing a full and permanent revenue from 
theſe provinces; making the ſecurity and happineſs of the 
natives the fundamental principle of the collection. TI 


ſhall, with the permiſſion of the Board, take the liberty to 
record, in this place, one of the memorials to which ' al- 


hade, and which has been in my poſſeſſion, as appears by 
the ſuperſcription upon it, from the 13th January 1782: [ 


received it from Mr, Shore, who preſided ſo long at the 


head of the Committee of revenue; I need not mention 
with what honour to himſelf: the univerſal teſtimony 
which the voice of the natives, the repeated approbation of' 
this government, and the ſuperior eſteem of his fellow ſer- 
yants, bore to the merits of Mr. Shore, rendecs it unne- 
ry for me to add the praiſe to which he was entitled, 
for his knowledge and ingrity in the adminiſtration of 
the revenue. As the memorial which he gave me, was 
not meant for the public eye, but to give me a clear view 
of the ſubject, to forward the public advantage, the truths 
which he has ſtated appear in their naked fimplicity, and 
thereby convey a more forcible impreſſion than dreſs or ar- 
rangement could give them. In conſidering the produc- + 
tions of the ſoil, and the revenue to be collected from 
them, he has been ou attentive to the character of 
the people, and their peculiar diſpoſitions and cuſtoms. I 
am afraid the picture which, he draws, and the low ebb at 


which he ſtates the popular virtues of the Bengallys, are 


not fictitious repreſentations : but theſe ſhould not dif- 
courage the juſtice or the care of government: if the vir- 
tues of the gy S, as a nation or as tribes of men, are 
of an inferior ſtandard, their vices are not the moſt dan- 
gerous to the peace or order of fociety ; the more we are 
acquainted with their genius and manners, the more it be- 
comes incumbent upon us to endeavour to make them uſe- 
ful and happy ſubjeAs; and if they are incapable of me- 
riting and enjoying the freedom of Britiſh laws, let us en- 
deavour to leave them the happineſs and ſecurity of their 
own inſtitutions unviolated. The progreſs which many 
of our feryants have made in learning their language, an 

the tranſlations which we have obtained of their laws, to- 
gether with the lights which we poſſeſs relative to the ad- 
miniſtration of their former Mahometan rulers, open to us 
a clear proſpe& for accommodating our dominion over 
theſe provinces to the happineſs of the people. In the 


courſe of a few years, I truſt, it may be ſaid with truth, 

that the natives of Bengal are the happieſt ſubjects of any 

great ſtate in India: in proportion as they are made happy, 

it is to be hoped that their 8 le, will appear 
in a more engaging light.

„ did great honour to its authors; and I freely con- 
feſs, that it is only by degrees, and after witneſſing the 


ſucceſs of progreſſive experiments, that I can for my own * 
part, conſent to the abolition of the adauluts, or the | 
transfer of that ſeparate juriſdiftion to the ſame hands k 


which poſſeſs the power of the collections. Here I am 
ſorry to be obliged to differ with Mr. Stuart in a leading 
inciple of his ſyſtem; in other points, where Mr. 2 
Stuart's plan correſponds in ſome meaſure with the doctrine wag. 4 
laid down! by Mr. Shore, I am prevented from giving my ry. 
concurrence on the ground of general conſiderations. 
When 1 fucceeded in February laſt to the charge of my 
preſent office, I laid it down as a general and neceſſary 
principle, to avoid innovation in the ſyſtem of government, 
to endeavour to conduct the public affairs in the train in 
which they had devolyed upon me, rectifying, at the ſame 
time, ſuch abuſes as could be remedied without any vio- 
lence to eſtabliſhed arragements; and it was only in the 
abolition of unneceſſary expences, and the reduction of 
uſeleſs offices, that I ventured to propoſe alterations, or to 
introduce new meaſures, without firſt ſubmitting them to 
the approbation of the Company. Many were my reaſons 
for preſcribing to myſelf this line of conduct, and I com- 
municated them freely and candidly to the Board. —Every 
change of fyſtem in government, and eſpecially in fo im- 
rtant a ſource of its exiſtence as that of its revenue, is, 
in my opinion, to be avoided, excepting in extraordinar 
caſes: to attempt ſuch a change, the government itſelf 
ought to be permanent, the advantages of the change to 
be certain, great, and demonſtrable; nor ſhould it be at- 
tempted but with a previous ſanction and full approbation 
of the power which alone can give it permanency as a regu- 
lation. The inconveniencies, and even evils, -of exiſting 
TP are always obvious, and may be eaſily expoſed; 
advantages of any ſyſtem are never demonſtrable but 
from experience: diſadyantages may ariſe where they are 
leaſt and the moſt perfect inſtitutions of le- 
giſlation and policy are often found defectlve from the in- 
experience and rotation of agent. * | 
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When it was firſt ( ed at the Board to change the

preſent ſyſtem of collecting the revenues, I moved, + 


an official account ſhould be laid before us, of the collec- 
tions of thele provinces for ſeveral years back, ſtating the 
groſs jummah or ſettlement of each year, the charges col- 
lection, the neat revenue realized, and, the balance re- 
maining uncollected. That account, from the year 1772-3 
to the year 1783-4, now lies upon the table; and beg 
leave to ſubjoin it to this minute, with the explanations 
which accompany it. By that account it appears demon- 
ſtrably, that the amount of the groſs collections ſince the 
inſtitution of the collections at the Preſidency under the 
Committee of Revenue, has been annually greater by ſeve- 
ral lacks than the collection of any year preceding the in- 
ſtitution of the Committee. It is true, the balances have 
been likewiſe more conſiderable; but the balance remain- 
ing uncollected at the end of the preſent year isthe leaſt 
ſince the inſtitution. of the Committee. The balance of 
the Towjee account for Cheyte, cloſed this year on the 
11th May, is 11, 54, O00 rupees, which is, by two lacks of 
rupees, leſs than the ſame account was laft year, though 
not cloſed till the 20th of June 1784, and near fix lacks of 
rupees leſs than the preceding year 1783, cloſing alſo; on 
The 16th June: this is a ſtrong proof of the progreſſive 
improvements of the Committee's ſyſtem, and a ſtrong ar- 
gument againſt innovation. It is true, the. account entis/ 
tled, Charges of Collection, has been greater ſince the in- 
ſtitution of the Committee than it was formerly; it has 
riſen gradually ſince 1772-3, from 41, 56, ooo to 71, 29, 00 
in 1783-4; but when the particulars of which thoſe charges 
are compoſed, are diſplayed under their different heads, as 
in the account A. ſubjoined to this minute, it will appear 
that the increaſe might more properly be called the in- 
creaſing expences of government, than the - increaſed ex- 
pences of the collection of the revenue. It ſhould like- 
wiſe be remembered, that in conſequence of injunctions to 
the Committee at the commencement of our reforms in 
January laſt, they preſented to us a reduction of ex 
in their department, to the amount of eight lacks of ru- 
pees per annum; and one of the principal ſources of re- 
duction in our expences, which has been held forth to the 
Company in our late letters from the Secret Department 
of Inſpection and Reduction, has proceeded from the pro- 
poſed Abolition of  Colleforhips; the reverſe of the ſyſtem 
which is now preſented for our adoption.

I am at the ſame time free to avow a predilection to the 
ſyſtem of collectorſhips, of about eight or ten lacks each; 
and I would wiſh to ſee every diſtrict of the Company's 
poſſeſſions under the ſuperintendance of + =) 
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nanted ſervants, converſant in the language and thannets 
of the natives, and capable of collecting, without the in- 
tervention of a native agent or deputy, a fi.zed revenue for 
the Company, paid and collected by monthly inſtallments, 
with eaſe to the ryot, and without. a balance remaining 
unpaid of the juſt dues of government.— I could likewiſe 
with to ſee the Committee of Revenue acting as a Com-

] have peruſed the Governor - General's minute of the 
18th of May 1785, on the ſubject of the reveriues : and 
although he ddes not agree with me in all the points 
propoſed in my plan for the future management of tho 
collections, yet I am happy to find, that our opihions 
are the fame with reſpect to the appointment of Col- 
lectors or Superintendants in all the diſtricts; which I 
conſider the moſt important object of the ſyſtem which I 
4 wiſh to ſee carried into execution. I ſhould have been 
glad that the Governor General had alfo agreed with 
me in the other leading principle of my plan, viz. the 
union of the powers of the magiſtrate and collector; be- 
cauſe I have formerly had an opportunity of witneffing 
the good effects ariſing from the junction of thoſe offices. 
The Governor General's only objection is, * that he does 
« not think we are ſufficiently advanced to riſque the con- 
<« ſequences of veſting ſo unchecked. a power generally in 
& the hands of our ſervants ;” but if they are truſt-worthy 
in one department, they are certainly ſo in both. At 
preſent, the collectors and magiſtrates are by no means 
checks upon each other; and Government does not 
poſſeſs a greater degree of control over them indivi- 
dually, than they would do were the two authorities 
united. 
| The Governor General ſtates, That by the accourit 
* annexed to his minute, it appears that the groſs collec- 
tions have been more, by ſeveral lacks, during the time of 
the Committee than at any former period; but if it be 
allowed, that the charges have been more than proportion- 
ably increaſed (which they certainly have been in conſe- 
quence of the ſyſtem-now exiſting) a loſs no doubt ulti- 
mately falls upon Government by ſuch unneceſſary increaſe; 
from which there is no relief but by a change of the 
meaſures which created it.

LT have mentioned in my report of the iſt inſtant, that it 
was one part of the Prince's plan to offer his ſervices to the 
King, to be . ainſt the Sics.

reſolution of the Board to continue the detachment now 
under the command of Colonel Sir John Cumming at Fur- 
ruckabad, and if the Prince Merza Jehander Shah ſhall ap- 
ply, with the authority of the King and the concurrence 
of Madajee Scindia, for the aſſiſtance of an Engliſh mili-
